Tom Kerry was the chairman of the meeting* William 
P. Ward_ of the Los Angeles local gave an accoimt of the 
united socialist election caiiipaigr!.s on the. west coast.. He 
begstn vjith a history of the development of the united socialist 
electoral activity in California v/hlch received its first 
impetus from the Harlan iloberts carapaign in which Roberts 
running on an independent and socialist basis got 400^000 
votes. Vincent Hal3.inan from the Progressive Party and others 
from the G.P. milieu projected th^ issue of independent 
socialist political action in this campaign and when they 
achieved this great sviccess they proceeded to f prrq. the basis 
of \mited front of all socialist -tendencies. Prom the be^inn^Lng 
this was fought by the C^^P^ Under the impetus of the N.Y. Con- 
ference in Jione. Hallinan v/as a prime mover in ^ this. Defeating 
C.P^ tactics which at times gave way to vi^olence^ the confer- 
ence came out for independent politica^l action by socialists. 
They decided to put up a slate of .candidates in California in 
the Spriyxg eleption^ ^ad to wage an all-out f3,ght in this 
election around the is^iies of the Vright to work" laws. 
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He said the success of the movement in California 
in bringing about a break and united action on the left 
against the tvro capitalist parties and its great success in 
the defeat of the "right to work" law augurs vxell for the 
country and for independent political action by socialists 
of all tendencies in the i960 campaign^ 

Harry Ring vrhc spoke in place of Murry Vfeiss told 
of the great success of the Cleveland conference. He ^id 
that there were about 110 delegates altogether. He said the 
SLP sent observers as did the C.P, Arnold Jolmson was one 
of the official spokesman of the C^P, The C.P. came out for 
its usual line of support for the Democratic Party because 
that is where the majority of the workers are. The S^P.-S.D.P, 
refused to take part in the conference but sent observers. 
In general all socialist tendecies viere represented and each 
exchanged its views in gentlemanly manner. Reports were given 
on the N.y.^ Chicago and California campaigTis. Rev. King's 
campaign in Chicago was given a particularly glox'^ing report^ 
especially his condemnation of the C.,P^ for trying to bust 
up his campaign and only giving it liml-ted support in the end. 
He denounced the C,P^- fqr urging labor anid the negro people 
and himself to support the party wljlch was lynching his people 
in the south. 



The final result of the :conference was a decision 
to set up a committee to investigate the possibility of 
founding a united socialist electoral bloc and to report its 
findings one year from now at another conference at which 
the final cjecision would be: made on whether to enter the i960 
elections. 



Tom Kerry announced that there would be united 
socialigt action on many fronts between now and 196b and 
cited the fight for integration and ^s a leading one in which 
all soQialists and liberals could unite. He cited the case 

of the two negro boys sentenced to a -ng^f r>Y»mQ-hr>r^^r -^^ lyi^'-^'^ pe. 

KT.n. as R caee in point. He introduced ! 1 and l I 

]as two young socialists who ha4 gone down to N.G*. to 

ferret out the facts of the case and interviev^r all concerned. 
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He urged everyone to read the accoimts of their trip in the 
Militant and in the Young Socialist. He urged everyone to 
subscribe to the Militant, the ISR and the Young Socialist, 

He then led the collection for the Monroe Case in 
which he appealed for ftinds to rouse the coimtry to act in 
the case as it had been done in the Jiijimy Wilson c^se,. 

He collected about 150 dollars. Admission ro the 
fo3?um was one dollar. He urged everyone to retire to II6 
University Place for refreshments and discussion.

(LOUIS WEINSTOCK) as the agenda for this meeting: 

1) Report on the Bakers Union

3} Report on the newspaper strike 
4) National' Committee Report 



The informant advised the chairman made several 
announcements and then a report xvas given by an unlmown 
male in regard to the newspaper strike* He advised the 
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strike started on Sunday evening and the negotiations 
continued until early the next morning. The negotiations 
coiTunittee voted l4 to 3 accept the proposals-, aod the 
executive committee voted 8 to 2 against the contracts 
Consequently all publishers stopped publishing their 
newspapers. The informant advised the employees of the 
"Herald Tribune" went to ?jork in the morning and only 
20 per cent of the employees were left in the afternoon,. 
No one reported to xvork at the "Daily News". The unknoxm 
male (employee of the "Daily News") advised the follomng 
night 9 employeies did not show up for -work, and xsrere fired^ 
but immediately reinstated. The "Daily Hews" has not 
published one edition of the newspaper since the strike. 
They vA.ll lock out th^ entire industry and all the • 
workers* He also advised that the Communist Party has 
members employed at these newspapers and they should not 
be isolated or find themselves playing a leftist role. 
He advised that "our people are worMng where they are 
all working^ and oup people are oiit where they are all out." 
The informant advised a discuss?.on took place concerning 
the different contracts in regard to delivering the 
newspapers . 



The unknown maie advised if you want to buy a 
nevjspaper^ you have to walk through a picket line. 



An unkrio?m female advised the newspaper strike 
should increase the ^ale of the ''Worker" and more copies 
should be sold t]?iis week end. The unknovjn female gave a 
short report on Political Action. . She advised a sub- 
committee was set up but it failed to funptlon.

The Chairman announced that the next report will

An unknox-m male, BOB (KATZ), advised there are 
3,500 balcery members in Local 405. He gave a short history 
of the bakery union. BOB (KATZ) advised there were many 
decisions handed do\m from above, without actually knov/ing 
what the situation vjas in the industry*^ He also advised that 
in Local 57'9, whepe the progressives adopted a policy of not 
fighting with the membership and administration, did )i)uch 
better although they were not respected by the right, but 
the right was-, forced to recognize the fact that they had to 
work with them. He also a,dvised the most significant development 
in the bakery industry is th.e me^-ging of six bakery locals into 
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Local #3» "Where progressive forces have been in 
leadership in the Indus try^, they have done the most 
good in contrast to just a rank and file program within 
the industry* Where there xvere only rank and file members 
working^ they were sometimes isolated* BOB (KATZ) advised 
that an eduQational program should be set up to help 
lead the union m-embers into pj;'ogressive circles » This 
mil h^lp to recruit some of our old members back into 
the Party, 



An unknoxfn male advised that one of their past 
mistakes was due to the fact that they opposed the 
administration whenvi they should have been working with 
them, and that one of the failures of the bakery industry 
w^s due to the ultra- left activity^ 



An unknown female complimented BOB (KATZ) for 
his report on the history of the bakery industry and it^ > 
locals, and she also mentioned that this meeting was a 
meeting of the Industrial Board,

The building at this address is a three story 



structure with a frontage of appro.cimately twenty feet 
ahd the building also has a penthouse floor, ffihe 
CP, USA maintains its offices on the third floor and 
the penthouse space is utilized as an office by 
EUGENE DENNIS. A conference room is located at the end 
of the third floor facing the street, and this is used 
for meetings by the leadership. Obher areas on this 
floor are divided by partitions into space devoted to 
offices for individual Party leaders. "The Worker" 
offices are located on the first floor as well as the 
basement of this building. 
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On the first floor are the editorial and 
research facilities of the paper and in the 'basement 
there is the office of the General Manager of ".The 
Worker" as well as the paper's mailing equipment ^ and 
additional research material, "The Worker'' is 
printed elsewhere by a printing firm. 

On the second floor, the New York State CP 
has its offices and these consist of individual offices 
as well as a conference room similar to that of the 
CP, US A. 

The first, second and third floors each 
have, a receptionist desk located on foyers off th^ 
stairs and each of the three organizations has a 
telephone switchboard operated by the receptionist. 

The street front of the building bears no 
sign identifying its occupants. 

NY T-13 has reported that EUGENE DENNIS 
has changed his position with respect to moving i?he 
headquarters of the CP, USA to Chicago, DENNIS now 
favoring the move, ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN has also 
been D^eported to have said that removal of the headquarters 
from New York City is the only w^y for the national 
organization to get away, from the influence of 
BENJAMIN DAVIS and other leaders gf the New York District 
of the CP. 
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Meetings of the 
CP Leadership 



NY T-16 has reported on October 21 ^ 1958^ 
that the National Executive CoiTimittee of the CP met 
on that day and JAIffiS E, JACKSON reported on the 
situation in the south. After reviewing efforts under 
his direction to establish the CP in the Souths JACKSON 
said that there should be a voice for the Party on 
Negro problems and he pointed out that organizing a 
publication for that purpose would require further 
study. He noted that consideration had been given to 
holding a meeting on February 12^ 1959^ concerning 
such a magazine. He said that he was persuaded that 
a fund could be established for the work^ money not 
obtained through appeals, but by means of money made 
available to the Southern Regional Committee. 

JACK STACHEL then spoke on the situation 
in China and said that the American people did not 
want war and xvorld opinion will make it impossibly for 
the ^'Dulles line^' to be continued. STACHEL thought 
that that was the time for' action, looking toward the 
recall of American forces from the Chinese area and 
the admission of Communist China to the United Jifations. 

BENJAMIN DAVIS suggested the necessity of 
their having some kind of a China Committee^ which would 
be of a broad type ^nd based on the idea of friendship 
v^ith China, its admission to the United l^ations and 
trade i-^ith it. 
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On October 28, 1958, according to NY T-l6, 
a meeting qf the CP leadership was held that date at 
the CP National Office and one point of discussion was 
a date for the holding of the next National Convention 
of the CP. ROBERT THOMPSON proposed the date of 
July 4th, 1959-^ while JACK STACHEL felt that it should 
be held as late as possible, suggesting Labor Day, 
THOMPSON said that postponement would give the appearance 
of weakness xirhile setting a date should serve as' a 
stabilizing factor. EUGENE DENNIS noted that the 
CP constitution provides for the holding of the 
convention biennially, with the convention being held 
in the first six months of the year. He suggested 
that the matter be deferred \mtil the next meeting of 
the full National Executive Committee and this meeting 
was scheduled for November 18, 1958. 

In connection with discussion of the holding 
of a convention, NY T-1 has reported that JAMES JACKSON 
and EUG-ENE- DENNIS were concerned because ROBERT-"; THOMPSON 
and BENJAMIN DAVIS apparently at the instigation of 
WILLIAM Z. POSTER, vjeve insisting upon holding the 
convention in July, 1959. JACKSON and DENNIS were 
fearful if the National Committee was to vote on the 
issue, it would be scheduled for July, such vote being 
predicated upon the decision of the last convention 
to meet in two years. DENNIS and JACKSON believed that 
if a convention was held in July, they would be unable 
to report progress, which would be what FOSTER, DAVIS 
and THOMPSON were hoping would happen, DAVIS and THOMPSON 
were said to have ambition to become Party leader and if 
either obtained such position, POSTER would be confirmed 
as titular head of the CP. 
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A meeting of the leadership was held on 
November 7, 1958^ as reported by NY T-l6 and this 
meeting opened with EUGENE DENNIS submitting his 
observation^ on the significance of the elections 
just past/ DENNIS saw the result as a sh^rp rebuff 
to what he described as an "interventionist policy" 
of the adinini strati on. He also said that the vote 
disclosed opposition to '"'qertain aspects of the brink 
of war policy." 

JAMES JACKSON claimed that in places like 
California and Ohio^ the CP had played a tremendous 
role in conneQtion with the issue of the "right to 
work" law. 

NY T-l6 has reported that another meeting of 
the CP leade^'ship was held on November i;L,. 1958, ^nd 
this was opened with a discussion of the" establishment 
of a program for tte CP. EUGENE DENNIS said that despite 
difficulties, some important progress has been made. 
He thought that as quickly as possible there should 
be a program or an outline of a program. This, he said, 
xTould help unify and consolidate the CP and could have 
an important effect outside the ranks of the Party. 

ROBERT THOMPSON referred to the Ohio Sponsoring 
Coniciitteeo For Socialist Conferendr^'- • and noted that 
tnere would be forces there, in addition to the 
Trotslcyites, but he felt that the CP could use the 
Trotskyites for its own objectives. He thought that the 
conference had importance not In the forces attending, 
but in the line the CP held theye and a much larger ' • 
circle x»7ould be Influenced as a number v/ere not committed 
on a course to be pursued through i960. THOMPSON 
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said the CP must take to that confej'ence a program 
making sense to any left progressive force. Such a 
program, he said, must emphasize the need of forming 
a third party, specif ically a fanner - labor - Negro 
party. 

NY T-17^ on November 6, 1958, provided a 
copy of a letter of ROBERT THOMPSON, dated October 31^ 
1958, addressed to members of the NE3, announcing that 
a full National Executive Committee meeting tfas 
proposed for November l8th, iDossibly to November 20th. 
It was said that it was desirable that the NEC discuss 
the election results and exchange views on tne date 
and character of the 1959 convention. Another question 
mentioned was that of the consideration of a Party policy 
on the type of Marxist youth organization they would 
like to see set up and policy with reference to the 
Ohio Socialist Conference scheduled for November 28-30, 
1958, in Cleveland. 

The meeting of the NEC at th^ National Office 
of the CP was reported on by NY T-I6 as follows: 



EUGENE DENNIS opened the meeting by discussing 
the results of the election and saw the occasion as an 
expression of (dissatisfaction with the administration. 
He Qlaimed that while th^ wopk of the CP was uneven, it 
did make some important contributions to the election 
results. He asserted that the CP had played a key role 
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in raising issues concerning c^ivil rights and Negro 
representation^ and he thought that the Party organizations 
in Ohio and California^ and to some extent in Indian^., 
and Washington^ had made very significant contributions. 

With reference to past -election problems, 
DENNIS thought that there was no prospect of a 3arge 
scale break*' from the txvo party system. The main line 
they should pursue was to work toward the unfolding 
oCa broad mass movement on the issues of civil 3?.ights^ 
economic and social security and peace* 

At the November 19, 1958^ session of this 
NEC meeting, ROBERT*': THOMPSON opened discussion of a 
date . for the holding of the next CP convention. He 
said he favored July 4th and said his reasons were that 
the last convention had directed the holding of the 
convention within the first six months of the two year 
period following that convention. Also he thought 
that postponement would create an atmosphere o^* 
instability and that would be exploited by both the 
right and left in the Party. THOMPSON said that the 
main arguement he had heard for postponement was that 
a longer period was needed for the achievement of 
progress. He rebutted this by saying that the Party 
* does have a line and is generally a sound organizat;lon. 

JACK STACHEL expressed his favor of Later Day 
saying that the time wo^ilcj '^'Coincide with the 4oth 
Anniversary of the CP and woulci allow time for an 
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Ideolsgical campaign. He concluded by saying that 
delegates to a July convention would have to be 
elected in May or June, vjhich would be too soon and 
he would favor deraocratically violating the period 
by one or tvjo weeks in order to have more time to 
select delegates. 

BENJAMIN DA"VIS saw a convention as an 
opportunity for consolidating and building the Party, 
as a weapon. He expressed himself as in favor of 
holding the convention at the the earliest possible 
date. 

JAMES JACKSON favored a date no later than 
July 4th, asking who was going to provide the leadership 
in confronting questions of Payty organization and 
business, citing the critical state of "The Worker" and 
the status of the Negro membership, 

EUGENE DENNIS said that the opinion of the 
membership regarding the date should be obtained and 
he proposed a referendum in February or March, 1959. 
He called for a vote on a recommendation regarding 
a convention date, but when no decisive vote could be 
arrived at, he called 403? a second round of discussion.. 

Thereafter, the conclusion was reached that 
the date recommended should be September, 1959' 

T^ere was discussion of. the agenda for the 
forthcoming National Committee meeting. 
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ROBERT THOMPSON said that this agenda would 
have to include an analysis of the election outcome 
and political perspectives for 1959^ well as 
presentation of a plan of work for the CP in 1959. 

At the opening of the third day's session on 
November 20^ 1958, CARL WINTSfl read a draft of a 
statement on ultra-left sectarianism and ultra-right 
revisionism. Following some discussion, the document 
was unanimously approved* 

ROBERT THOMPSON spoke on CP youth activity, 
saying that they were pressing for an examination of the 
questions of how young Ma^rxists should be organized. 
He said that vfhile the CP has passed through a prolonged 
period of serious disorientation, the basic cadre has 
never discarded its concept that the future of the 
Party rests on its relationship to youth. Without 
such an approach to the youth he said there is no 
future for tlie Party. He declared that they neeci a 
youth movement in which organized young Marxists play 
a,n important role because that ie the prim^ condition 
for the constant refreshing of the CP, 

In the course of the discussion that followed, 
EUGENE DENNIS said that the report would give needed 
stimulus when brought to the attention of the whole Party. 
He expressed belief that there w^s an increased desire 
among the youth, to learn more about Socialism and said 
the CP should give assistance and take the initiative 
to give leadership on the question of .a-. Marsisb youth 
organization. 
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He also expressed his conce3;«n with respect to the 
legal status of .such an organization. He suggested 
that perhaps hy the end of the first quarter of 
1959 theye -.could be sufficient preparation to enable 
a Provisional Committee to emerge. 

. . NY T-I3 has noted that at the first session 

of this NEC meeting there vras discussion of the meeting 
of the Ohio Sponsoring Committee for a Socialist 
Conference and it was decided that while no official 
delegates of the CP would attend, ARNOLD JOHNSON and 
HY LUMER, who had been invited, would do so ^officially. 
The CP was of the belief that the Trotskyites xvere 
attempting tp dominate the conference and xirere looking 
toward the formation of a new political Party, together 
with splinter groups and the CP was desirous of 
preventing such action. 

This same infoiraant has reported that at the 
November I9, 1958, session there was discussion of the 
date for the holding of the next convention and in 
seeking postponernent, there was fear POSTER'S group 
might "capture" the Party and the group behind EUGENE 
DENNIS wanted time to take away the New York State CP 
from THOMPSON and DAVIS. 

NY T-13 has further repoj^'ted that at- the- November* 20th 
session of the NEC meeting, the NEC unanimously agreed ' 
that the formation of a new youth organization was an 
immediate necessity. The discussion revolved around the 
problem of building a Marxist organization controlled by 
the CP, but ostensit?ly independent of it. While no 
solution was arrived at, ail agreed that immediate steps 
should be taken to orgaqize the youth ar>d that it should 
be ••oper?\t.iag before May, 1959,

This same informant has stated that the 
question of moving the CP National Office to Chicago 
is a part of the same problem of ^hich the question of 
a convention date is an aspecc. The majority of the 
N^c are said to be unable to afford leaving New York^ 
tn^is' sybjecting the Nevj York District to the sole 
influence of those around BEN DAVIS, The majority of 
the NEC^ those around DENNIS, will therefore begin to 
make an effort to obtain control of the New York State 
CP organization as preparations are ma.de for the next 
convention* 

NY T-4 has provided a copy of a letter of 
ROBERT THOMPSON, dated October 31 1958, and addressed 
to all l^ational Committee members, info??ming that 
the National Committee was to meet on December 6 and 7^ 
1958, in New York, The finalizaticn ori the agenda was 
to await the decision of the NEC which was to meet, 
he said, on November l8,8nd_19,1958, but, it was 
probabre, according to THOMPSON'S letter, that the main 
points would include the following: 

1. . An estimate of the 1958 elections and the 
setting of a political and electoral 
perspective for 1959. 

2* Some problems of organization and a 1959 
plan of vjork geared to the 40th 
Anniversary of the CP^ 
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3* The adoption of a resolution on the 

Negro question^ in connection with which 
they expected to have a conference on 
that question. Those participating were 
to be the Negro memhers of the National 
Cormriittee as well as others and a numher 
of white National Committee memhers, 

4, Setting of a date for the next convention. 

NY has provided a copy of the letter 
dated;, November 25, 195Q, signed by JAI^dES JACKSON^, 
and ROBERT THOMPSON addressed "Dear Comrade/' extending 
an invitation to participate in a session of the 
National Committee meeting. It was explained that 
at that meeting there would be discussion of theoretical 
and policy questions regarding Negro matters and a 
draft resolution or policy statement would be 
presented for discussion. 

It was said further in this letter, that a 
number from the districts were being invited to attend. 
In a postscript it was stated that district leaders 
outside of New York were urged to secure attendance of 
at least one of the leading Negro comrades, in addition 
to National Committee members. 

NY T-3 has reported that on December 6 and 7^ 
1958, a meeting of the CP National Committee x-^as held 
at Yugoslav flail. This meeting opened with a review 
of the elections by EUGENE DENNIS. DENNIS saying that 
the results represented a victoi*y for labor, an emergence 
of progressive forces and a defeat of reactionaries • He 
concluded that strong possibilities now exist for the 
development of independent political action by the CP. 
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JAMES JACKSON gave a report on the Negro 
question and the informant noted that the CP^ according 
to JACKSON ^should change its view that the btase of 
the Negro people is in agriculture. There v\ras also 
advanced the arg^.i?ej5.t that the CP should revise its 
old position and abandon the slogan of self-determination 
for the Negro, A lengthy discussion folloxved JACKSON* s 
report* The report was approved by the Committee, 

ELIZABETH GUKLEY FLYNN:, with reference to 
the problem of moving the CP National Office to Chicago, 
said that her Committee had not done anything since the 
last National Committee meeting and she referred the 
matter to SAM KUSHNER, who said that no real obstacle 
exists to the move to that city* He pointed out that 
a definite decision to proceed with the move was 
necessary. 

According to NY T-13^ the matter was referred 
to the NEC for final attention. 

The next point on the agenda was the matter of 
a date for the next convention and ROBERT THOMPSON advised 
the Comnaittee of the views regarding the different • 
dates. When the question was put to a vote, the 
results were, according to NY T-3^ six votes for June, 
eight votes for September and 21 votes for November, 1959. 
The NEC was directed to conduct a referendum for approval 
of November, 1959^ and submit the mg.tter to the membership. 
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In a report on the party situation^, ROBERT 
THOMPSON asserted ihat the eraergency in the Party was 
over and the crisis was past* He said the CP is 
more than holding its ovm and it is going forward* 

NY T-I9 has reported that at this National 
Committee meeting^ ARNOLD JOHNSON related that he had 
attended the meeting of the Ohio Sponsoring Committee For 
'^'Mi':- Socialist Conference^ which was held November 28-30^ 
1958^ in Cleveland. JOHNSON said that the CP contribution 
to the conference consisted of influencing the thinking 
of individuals against Trotskyites* He predicted that- 
there will be mpre struggles with Trot skyites, -.saying 
that they are organizing across the country* 

"The Wo??ker"^ December^ l4, 1958^ page fourteen^ 
column one, reported that the CP had decided^to hold 
its 17th National Convention in November^ 19:^9^ a 
decision made by the National Committee at a meeting 
on the previous weekend* Next it was said that 
a referendum on the matter would be conducted among 
Party branches and this would be done during the thirty 
day period beginning in January, 1959 ♦ 

The report of the meeting in "The VJorker" 
noted that 4l of 53 National Coinmittee members had 
attended^ However, it is noted that the article mentioned 
that with reference to JAjviES JACKSON^ s resolution there 
were 36 votes in favor and six absentions and no votes 
against, indicating a participation by )te of the 53 
membei*s*. 
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NY' on December 23, 195^, 

supplied a copy of a letter of the National Executive 
Committee, dated December 22, 1958, addressed: 
"To All Party Members and Clubs - To All State 
Committees," This letter notes that the National 
Gommittee at its December 6 and 7> 1958, meeting had 
proposed calling the next National Convention in 
November, 1959. It was said that in view of the 
outcome of the Congressional elections, the big 
politiQal and economic struggles now unfolding, 
and possibilities for expanding the mass work and 
Influence of the Communist Party* the Committee,, 
believed it advisable to hold the convention in the 
latter part of 1959. It vjas said that this woiad 
enable the Party to esctend itself at a most favo??- 
able time and also enable it to more effectively 
prepare for its 40th anniversary in Septembej? by 
carrying through, prior to the cqnvention, a six 
month Plan of work for building the^Party and the 
Marxist press <> 

Attention was drawn to the fact that 
Article Y,, Section 1> requires holding the con-r. 
vention in the first h§,lf of the year. Neverthe- 
less, the National Committee was requesting authority 
to postpone it for six months. To that ejid, and 
as authorized by Article IV, Section 1 of the 
Constitution, la... jSational a?sferendum was being 
conducted oetween January 5* 1959 and February 6^ 
1959, . All clubs and state committees were urged 
to vote on a motion approving the reconimendation 
for the calling of the 17th National convention of 
the CP, USA, during the last quarter of 1959. Each 
club and committee was directed to record 
the votes for and against as well as any abstentions. 
State or district committees are to be responsible 
for the referendvim in the respective states and are 
to advise the National Committee of the results no 
later than February 10, 1959. 
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On December l6^ 1958^ as reported by 
NY 0?-l6j. a meeting was held at the National Office 
of the CP and on this occasion^ JAMES JACKSON 
reported concerning the witnesses who had appeared 
before a Senate Committee In the ooiirse of hearings 
dealing with individuals applying for passports. 
JACKSON noted that the main question proposed 
concerned the source of finances for trips abroad* 
He noted that WILLIAM L. PATTERSON had raised the 
issue of discrimination against Negroes • 

WII^LIAM L, PATTERSON told this meeting 
that questions proposed to the witnesses inferred 
a connection with Soviet intelligence. 

Also at this meetings a commionioation /. 
from WILLIAM Z. FOSTER was read by HY LUMER. FOSTER 
complained of being "buried" and said that the 
NEC and National Committee had tended to minimize 
his views. FOSTER insisted that his address to the 
National Committee be published in the next issue 
of "Political Affairs?^ LUMEft observed that he 
did not know how to go about having a discussion with 

FOSTER concerning the article because in any 
discussion FOSTER always cJld the talking 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS pointed out that there 
was a question of FOSTER as a person^ his limitations^ 
and the relations of the CP with him and also a 
question of the substance of the work POSTER has 
done* He asserted that the CP and FOSTER have a 
common desire to work out a complete and effective 
line for the Party in the electoral field • DAVIS 
said FOSTER has serious limitations but can make 
serious contributions to the Party ^ DAVIS urged 
that the article be printed and crltlQized LUMER's 
charade terization of FOSTER* 
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EUGENE DENNIS said it is not good to 
have the Party leadership ^ espec5.ally in the NEC^ 
divided. He felt that while FOSTER'S ideas 
contained much that is positive and stimulating^ 
FOSTER has committed some ijiajor tactical errors • 

NY T-I6 has also reported that a meeting 
of the CP leadership was held on December 30^ 1958^ 
at the CP^s National Office^ and that WILLIAM L. 
PATTERSON reported on preparations for the celebration 
of the anniversary of "The Wox'ker." PATTERSON said 
that the pean of Gantai)iiry had agreed to speak at 
the affair and expenses of the meeting would total 
$4^000^ $2,000 of which would go to cover thfe 
expenses of the Dean. However, he expected the 
affair to show a profit of between $3pOO and $,4,0Q0^ 
PATTERSON thought that the CP should find ways to 
have professional groups such as doctors 9.nd 
lawyers attend receptions for the Dean and 
should contact CP officials Xn other l^rge cities 
with a vievif to having the Dean visit such places ^ 
PATTERSON thought that the impact of the Dean*s 
appearance would serve as a morale builder and he 
proposed that the meeting endorse the celebration 
and rally financial support for the celebration,. 

The National Exequtlve Committee voted 
to approve the invitation to the Dean to appear on 
this occasion. 

Activity in Connection With 
Preparation of a CP Prograra 

NY T-21 has advised that on October 12^ 
1958:, WILLIAM Z. POSTER disclosed that he was writing 
an article on the Party program stating that the 
program being worked on was nonsense and failed to 
take a stand on things,* FOSTER said that there are 
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three things they must have without wtnch there 
can not be a Party^ one being a Negro resolution, 
one a trade union resolution, and the third a 
political action resolution, 

NY T-18, on October 24, 1958, advised that 
HY LUMER, at a meeting of the District Committee of 
Northern California^ San Francisco, on October 18, 
1958, had discussed the ideas of the CP Program. 
Committee, He said that the leadership of the 
Party feel that the preparation of a suitable 
program may take a year and it is not expected that 
the program would be in final form by the time of a 
a National Convention in 1959. LUMER suggested that 
CP clubs select one or two questions on which they 
may be best informed and devote time and study to 
those questions. 

a On November 6, 1958, NY T^17 furnished a 
copy o^clrcular letter number five, dated October 
29, 1958, addressed to all members of the Draft 
Program Committee and signed W JAMES S. ALLEN as 
Secretary of the Committee. 

This letter reported that a meeting of the 
Resident Committee had been held on October l4, 1958* 
and on this occasion, HERBERT APTHEKER gave a 
preliminary report on aspects of the struggle for 
democracy in the United States* He analyzed attacks 
on the ideology of bourgeois democracy from the 
right; criticism of government with respect to the 
absence of responsibility in government and political 
parties; various approaches to structural reform; 
growing recognition of capitalism as a source of 
decay and the impact of socialism and the socialist 

world , 
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This letter further reported that 
ALEXANDER BITTEIjyiAN had presented the folloxving 
motion: "The progranmatic objective of the 
Comm-unist Party of the United States in the 
struggles of the American people for the defense 
and extension of democracy, is the further 
development and extension of the democracy of 
Lincoln and of the New Deal, an anti -monopoly 
form of democracy, a V/elfare State, operating 
within the confines of the capitalistic mode of 
production and the bourgeois state system, this 
beiiig a historic stage of social progress on the 

It was not?d that various views vjere 
expressed in discussion as opposed to the thesis 
contained in the motion • Action on it was deferred 
to the next meeting. 

NY T-1 has provided on November l4, 1958, 
a copy of the Program Committee's circular letter 
number six bearing the same date. The letter 
noted that a meeting had been held on November 11, 
1958, and it was reported that one view expressed 
was that the Committee should continue toward a 
basio-. program, meanwhile, preparing a document 
for the next National Convention that would set forth 
the guiding principles of the program. 

Another view was that the CP was jiot 
ready for a comprehensive basic program, and under- 
stood the Convention therefore be. pre-^ented with a 
statement o^ general principles on the relation 
between the ultimate aim of socialism and an iiiimediate 
program. 

Still another opinion offered was to 
the effect that while working on ^ basic program, 
a "Declaration of Aims and Principles'* sho^ild be 
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prepared for the Convention and suited to a broad 
distribution* Fear was expressed that this would 
appear to be a substitute for a program and that 
any such declaration should be . set out In a ubH- preamble 
or as part of the main Convention resolution*. 

Another meeting of the Program Committee 
was held on November 25^ 1958^ according to NY T^l6* 
The first speaker was HY LUMER, who reported on 
reactions of various state groups to the work to 
date of thte Program Committee as ascertained by him 
on a recent trip to the West Coast. LUMER said 
that, in general, reaction to the Committee work was 
good but there was a great deal of confusion over 
the character and nature of the program itself* 

ALEXANPER BITTELMAN asserted that a 
"Welfare State" is a step on the road to socialism, 
and that they must answer basic programmatic 
problems • 

JIM ALLEN responded to this by saying 
that what was needed was a statement in general 
terms indicating what tliey were af tea;* and that the 
idea that a program solves all questions is an over- 
statement. He said that at every meeting of the 
Committee^ BITTBLMAN had raised the '.question of 
the Welfare State^, and as a result the Committee 
ha,d accomplished very little^ He asserted that 
BITTELMAN was not proposing the idea for honest 
disGiission but to "serve the enemies outside." 
BITTKIMAN protested such characterization of his 
statements.. 

AJliLEN went on to say that they needed a 
seriQUs discussion of theoretical questiohs but tjhey 
did not need a revival of factionalism* 
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BITTEIMAN stated that the matter had to 
go before the Party and it would decide, not the 
Committee J what lis right and what is wrong. 

AI^EN responded by saying that he did not 
see a Welfare State and he did not want to prepare 
a serious report and then find himself discussing- 
a Welfare State, He said that for six months they 
had been discussing a Welfare State and he wanted 
to put an end to it, 

M T^l6 has also reported that a meeting 
of the Progi?am Committee took place on December o,' IJ 
AH&EN ? ■ detailed the work on the program to date^ 
He said that there is some conflict within the 
Committee concerning the concept of the Welfare 
State as advanced by BITTEIiMAN. He described these 
propositions of BITTEIiMAN as follows: 

1. Is the fundamental aim of the program 
a contribution to the socialist transformation of 
American imperialism? Do we believe that the 
next step on the American road to socialism is of 

a general democratic nature? 

2. Is our understanding of peaceful 
co-existence one of policy and tactical orientation 
or ha? it become a progranmalijto domain which 
underlies and conditions our struggles for peace, 
democracy and socialism? 

3. Has our Party fulfilled its Vanguard 
role of promoting the advance of the American 
workihg class to socialist ideology by recognizing 
the labor movement as the leader of the vrorking 
class and seeking to influence the struggle in the 
dit^ction of an anti-rmonopoly democracy - a Welfare 

State? 
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ALLEN recommended that there be 
discussion between that time and the opening of 
pre -convention discussion on major Party questions 
and furth.e3? a statement of guiding principles shQuid 
be prepared • 

ALEXANDER BITTJlJiMAN said that two years 
have pa,ssed since the last convention and the CP 
still has no precise formulation of their basic 
progranmatiJ problem • He said the only way to get 
out of the present program crisis is to lay the 
basis for successful production of the sort of 
program called for by the l6th National Convention • 

WILLIAM Z, FOSTER 

NY on November 25, 1958^ reported 

that as of November 20^ 1958, FOSTER has been 
confined to his bed because of a stroke that 
occurred on October 17^ 1957. Since that day, 
FOSTER has suffered two milder attacks during tjie 
spring of 1958. FOSTER has disclosed that his right 
side is paralyzed and he does not have the use of 
his right hand* He types notes with his left hand 
and with help turns out a finished article, thus, 
he takes about a v/eek or two to do what l^e once 
could do in a day, FOSTER has said that he desires 
very much to go to Moscow or Praguq^ particularly 
the Carlsbad Springs, feeling that bathing would 
improve his health and enable him to become active 
again, 

FOSTER claims that the leadership of the 
OP prevented his obtaining a passport for travel 
to Eiirope and also is trying to keep him from seeing 
people and that the leadership wants to olear anyone 
before visiting* He feels that he is being kept a 
virtual prisoner, 
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ROBERT G, 'THOMPSON 

NY T-1 has reported on December 15j 1958j 
that as of that date, ROBERT THOMPSON expected to 
return to jail within two weeks to complete a 
sentence imposed for contempt of court. Because of 
this possibility, it was anticipated that his Party 
duties would be divided between two indivld\ials . 
One of these was said to be GUS HALL, whose status 
on parole is to last until April, 1959^ at which 
time HALL would assume THOMPSON'S duties as 
Executive Secretary of the CP, USA. THOMPSON was 
of the belief that the appointment of HALL to this 
position was ass"ured. 

The duties of OrganizatJ.onal Secretary 
would likely devolve upon an individual identified 
by the informant as MILTON ROSENj whose appointment 
might still be subject to discussion. With 
reference to ROSEN, THOMPSON remarked that it would 
be desira,ble to bring in a young person with new 
blood and enthusiasm,. 

Since thQ receipt of this information 
by the informant, THOMPSON has secured a new appeal 
to the United States Supreme Court, and decision 
of the appeal is not expected for sojne time. 

IRVING POTASH 

NY T-2 has reported that at a meeting of 
the National Executive Comraittee, held November 
18-20, 1958, IRVING POTASH vjas added to the National 
Executive Committee ^nd' wa.s also appointed Labor 
Secretary of the CP, USA. However, it was agreed 
that the appointment would not then be announced. 

It is noted that at the time of election 
of members-at-large to the National Committee by 
the 16th National Convention of the CP, USA, provision 
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was made that former members of the National 
Committee, who were in jail at the time or Tinder 
some legal disability, might be added, vihen available, 
provided they were agreeable and no legal 
restrictions offered, 

NY T-13 has advised that the appointment 
of POTASH to- the position of Labor Secretary 
received newspaper publicity and because of this, 
it was decided that POTASH would become a member of 
a sv-bcoramittee composed of several trade union 
people and this committee would operate outside 
of the CP prganization and it was believed that 
in this way^j POTASH could operate without being 
regarded as "a Communist fimctionary and thus the 
newspaper publicity would be met. 
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WY Tr-llas reported on October 17, 1958, 
ha,d recently been appointed to

NY T-13, on October 20, 1958, made available the 
October, 1958 issue of the "Viorld Marxist Review" which, 
on page 80, contained an article entitled "Consolidating 
the Ranks of the Ooramunist Party of the United States." 
This article stated that during the past few years, the 
CP, USA was forced to conduct a serious struggle against 
the revisionists and splitters who sought to disrupt and 
destroy it. The Party was gravely Ih'jured by the undermining, 
activities of the Gates revisionist groiip, but the sbundl 
elements in the leadership fought hard to preserve and 
consolidate the Party and the first gains are now evident. 

The article pointed out that the l6th National 
Convention clearly defined,, the essential features of the 
Party and, through its decisions, dealt a severe blow to 
the revisionists and the left-sectarians. The revisionists, 
however, did n6t.:giye Up their .factional.' activity and put up an 
especially hard fight against the Party's endorsing the 
Declaration of the Communist and Workers' Parties. The 
resolutions passed at the National Committee meeting, which 
called on all members to defend the Party and fight for 
its Marxist -Leninist program and vrtiich reaffirmed the 
tried and tested ■ principles of all revolutionary working- 
class parties, alsp played an important part in the fight 
against revisionisttir. . 
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The article quoted from the CP^ USA endorsement 
of the 12 Party Declaration and said that the fight of the 
CjP, USA against all forms of opportunism is part of the 
struggle waged by all Communists against international 
revisionism. It pointed out that the CV, USA took the 
correct iDosition in regard to the Yugoslav program and it 
briefly described the reports of EUGENE DENNIS and BOB 
THOMPSON at the June, 1958 meeting of the National Committee. 

The article concluded that ^^Pacts shovj that the 
CPj USA is surmounting the numerous obstacles and exposing 
the opportunists of all hues, It is making better headway 
along the road mapped out by the XVIth National Convention," 

II. CP, USA STATEMENTS ON 
FACTIONALISM 



NY T-^lj on Nqvember $6^ 1958^ furnished a statement 
by the National Executive Committee entitled "Guard the Unity 
of the Party," which was adopted on November 21. 1958, 

In this statement^ the National Executive Committee 
stated that the CP, USA was makijag increased headway in 
dealing with vital national and international problems because 
the Party was pulling o^t of the protracted internal crisis 
which had virtually paralyzed it for a long period. It 
described the activities of the ultra-left group, which 
culminated in a conference held in August where a new 
organization- in opposition to the Party was formed. The 
statement also <2e.3Qribed the activities and ideology of the 
revisionists^ who - held a national conference in October. 
This latter conference, according to thev statement, exposed this: 
group *as holding a political line in opposition to the Party. 
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The statement said that the Party would exert 
greater efforts in accord with the principles of Marxism- 
Leninism, to expand its mass work and gain new influence and 
strength. It would continue to X'fage a resolute two-front 
struggle against revisionism and dogmatism since both were 
harmful to the workers, the Negroes and all expioit.ed and 
oppressed people. It called upon, those. .who have left, the Party 
to fight their way back into it "as experienceGdemonst rates 
Increasingly -t^he- fundamental correctness of -Marxiam-i- Leninism and 
their creaUve^application." The statanent pledged that the 
Party recognizes the need for a free and democratic 
atmosphere ip_ the Party and had taken increased measures 
to assure such an atmosphere, but at the same time the 
necessity of faithful execution of decisions reached 
by the maj'ority vjere stressed in order that the Party could 
effectively serve the ne^ds of the working people. 

Ill, LEADERS OF RIGHT -WIN(J" " 
FACTION RESIGN 
FROM PARTY 



NY T-4, on October I6, 1958, advised that at a meeting 
of the resident National Executive Committee held on October 8-, 
1958, the resignations of SID STEIN, MARTHA STONE, GEORGE WATT 
and ALBERT BLUMBERG were discussed. ROBERT THOMPSON gave a 
report on this matter in which he indicated that the right-wing 
faction was to have a conference soon and that it was his belief 
that this group would Jell into a coalition. THOMPSON said 
that he heard that the group was trying to develop a common 
outlook on basic concepts, establish a controlling committee 
or leadership and publish some sort of newspaper, 

NY T-18, on October 20, 1958, advised that EUGENE 
DENNIS, in a letter to another national leader, announced the 
resignations of the above named CP leaders and stated that they 
had held a conference in New York the previous weekend. At this 
conference, however, it was found that their views were sharply 
divergent and that no organization -orr-publication would be 
established for the time being. They agreed to reconvene in 
six months to review the situation then. 
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NY on October 28^ 1958^, advised that 

JAMES JACKSON that day said that the CP leaders had discussed 
FRED FINE'S letter of resignation from his executive position which 
had been submitted by FIN5 after his participation in the right-win 
conference. FINE, in his letter, as a condition to his remaining 
in the Party as a rank and file member, reserved the right to 
criticize the Party and to talk freely with whomever he chose. 
JACKSON said it was agreed that FINE be sent a letter informing him 
that the conditions he proposed were not consistent with his being 
a CP member, 

NY T-13jr on November 5^ 1958, furnished a document 
entitled "Statement on Fred Fine^s Resignation'' issued October 29, 
1958, which was signed by LIG-HTFOOT and others. The statement 
indicated FINE had resigned from the Party. It condemned his 
action as playing into the hginds of those who work for the 
dissolution of the Party, 

IV. FACTIONAL GROUPS AT NATIONAL EXECUTIVE 
COrMITTEE ]VIE;ETING, NOVEMBER 18-20, 
1958, AND NATIONAL COiyDVlITTEE IViEETING, 
DECBMBER 6-7. 1958 



NY T-25, on November 13^ 1958, stated that CJiAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT was quite concerned about a split which might take place 
at the meeting of the National Executive Committee on November I8 
and 19^ 1958, LIGHTFOOT felt that the differences that existed 
between the BEN DAVIS - BOB THOMPSON group and the GENE DENNIS 
group could be lived with^ but if anyone was to lift these 
differences into principle^ then there would be a repeat of the 
FOSTER-GATES dispute which would reflect itself down through the 
ranks • 

NY T-2^ on November 20^ 1958^ stated that at the session 
of the National Executive Committee meeting held on November 19^ 
1958^ a group consisting of BEN DAVIS^ ROBERT THOMPSON and BURT 
NELSON urged that the next CP convention be held as soon as possible 
however^ the DENNIS group proposed that it be held late in 1959 or 
early in 1960^ Arguments for postponement of the convention were 
that the situation in the Party is not stable enough for a con- 
vention, that there has been no real consolidation of leadership 
as a result of the struggle generated by the right and left forces, 
and that the Party should be able to point to some record of 
achievement by convention time.

The vote on the convention date was 9 to 3 in favor of 
postponing it to September, 1959. The informant said that 
underlying the desire for postponenenb was the fact that the 
DENNIS group desires to take the New York State CP organization 
away from THOMPSON and DAVIS. It is feared that an early 
convention might enable the FOSTER group to capture the Party. 

The informant stated that • ?^so at this meeting discussic 
on an article which WILLIAM Z. POSTER had submitted advocating 
an election policy of infiltrating the two major parties, 
resulted in a fight. It was decided not to vote on the article, 
but to :have-.it re-writteii .arjd. sent back to FOSTER*- "asking for 
his approval. 

NY T^l, on November 26, 1958, stated that JAMES JACKSON 
on that date, said that he believed that the National Executive 
Committee meeting held on November l8 - 20, 1958, was a good 
one because the National Executive Committee officially establish^ 
itself as an authority in the Party. Ke sald that the National 
Executive Committee meeting opposed the political stand of 
BENJAMIN DAVIS and ROBERT THOMPSON. 

NY T~24, on December 8, 1958, advised that VJILLIAM Z. 
POSTER wrote a letter, dated December 2, 1958, to the National 
Committee in which he said that he had received a copy of the 
National Executive Committee statement, "Guard the Unity of the 
Party" and that had he been present, he would have voted for it. 
He pointed out, however, that the3?e was^a serious flaw in the 
statement which should be ellMnated. This flaw was the failure 
to point out the fact that the right darlger was the main danger 
faced by the Party. 

NY T-13, on December 9 and 10, 1958, advised that 
during the second session of the National Committee meeting 
held on December 7, 1958, the overwhelming majority of those 
who spoke on the topic of the next National Convention favored 
holding it in November or December, 195-9, and that a motion 
to that effect was passed. .Since this date would violate the 
constitutional prbyi^gion regarding the convention, a referendum 
authorizing., the -.changeiOKould be SHbmitt^;)*; t^ the' "item.bersM.p .- 
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The inf omant stated that ROBERT THOMPSON,, in his 
report on the Party at this meeting, criticized the revisionists 
who were undermining*, the morale of the Party and telling 
slanders about the role of the Party, The CP has^ not done 
enough to counteract these attacks against it and THOMPSON 
suggested that more pamphlets dealing with the Party's role 
be issued. In regard to the inner struggles in the Party » 
THOMPSON said that no matter what differences existed in the 
past. Party members had to learn how to relate these inner 
struggles to comradeship. He said if those who disagree 
remain in. the Party, they are comrades and he urged the 
Party to cement a comradely relationship, fight factionalism 
and build the Party. 

The informant also stated that the National Committee 
took up an article entitled "Political Work in the Two Old 
Parties" by WILLIAM Z. FOSTER This was anedited version 
of the document which had been presented to the National 
Exeautive Committee meeting on November 20, 1938. After 
discussion, it wa,s decided that the POSTER document v^-ould be 
submitted to the National Executive Committee for further 
discussion in order to help in the prepg^ration of aopoi^cy 
for the i960 elections, but this policy would be' in line with 
the DENNIS report on the elections which had been presented 
to the National Committee at this meeting. 

NY T-1, on December 29, 1958, stated that ALEXANDER 
TRACHTENBERG, that day, had said he had talked with WILLIAM 

FOSTER and that he was not happy with FOS'fER since FOSTER 
had not changed his mind or opinions on many important political 
problems. According to TRACHTENBERG, FOSTER is still in a 
world of his own and that he is not reconciled fully to the current 
Party leadership and policies • 
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V. CP lEADERS REGARD 

CHARLES LOMAN AS HEAD 
Og THE "MEW ItEPT" 

NY on December 19, 1958, advised that JAMES 

JACKSON stated that date that the National Office was concerned 
over the serious development that arose when CHARIES LOMAN 
left for Moscow without the Party's permission. JACICSON said 
that he and DENNIS are of the opinion that LOMAN left with 
POSTER'S hlessing and with a letter from POSTER to the Soviets 
in his pocket. They also believed that LOMAN had gone to 
Moscow as "a representative of the remaining left-wingers. 

NY T-1, on December 31, 1958, stated that ROBERT 
THOMPSON had said that he believed the suspension of CHARLES 
LOMAN from the National Committee would be made the next 
week by the Resident Board, THOMESON commented that this 
suspension tvill be a "local loss" in that some Party members 
in Broblt^ryn may leave with him. 

THOMPSON further stated that it is his opinion that 
LOMAN believes that he represents a "new left" within the CP 
and that LOMAN also believes when he travels to the USSR, he 
will "get the ear" of the Russian comrades. THOMPSON, himself, 
believed that LOMAN would be unsuccessful in this effort. 
THOMPSON further said that CHARLES LOMAN believes that he can have 
extreme left views and remain in the CP and, ±d ■ time-, "-iri^'rt 
these views within the farty platform.

II. CP, USA TO SEND 
DELEGATE TO 21ST 
CONGRESS OP CPSU, 
MOSCOW 



NY T-8, on November 25,' 1958, advised that the 
CP, USA recei-ved a cablegram from the Central Committee of 
the CPSU on November 3, 1958, advising that the 21st 
Congress of the CPSU would be held in Moscow on the 27th 
of January, 1959j and that representatives of the CP, USA 
were invited to attend this Congress. According to the caMe, 
the Congress would review the "control figures and development 
of the ^ationai economy of the USSR for 1959-1965, etc." 
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NY T-2j on December 30;, 1958, advised that a 
conference for all CPs in the Western Hemisphere wh&ch was 
originally scheduled to be held in South America during 
December, 1958, had been cancelled and was now to be held 
in Moscow during the period of the 2ist Congress of the CPSU. 
Delegates from all CPs of South and Central Amer^-ca, who were 
to attend the 2l5t Congress, as well as delegates from 
Cuba, the United States and Canada, would participate in the 
conference for the Western Hemisphere CPs. 

The informant also said that a conference of 
CP delegates from all Anglo-American countries, that is, 
all the English speaking nation representatives^ would be 
held during the period of the 21st Congress of the CPSU. 
In addition to the above conferences, a number of additional 
conferences in specified fields, such as peace, national groups 
question and so forth, would be held, 

NY T-2, on January 12, 1959, advised that the CP, USA 
was to announce in the near future that it v/as pending one 
delegate as its rep:pesentative to the 21st Congress of the CPSU. 

III. VISITS TO SOVIET UNION 
BY CP, USA LEADERS 

NY T-13, on October 9^ 1958, advised that EUGENE 
DENNIS,, during the preceding week, had "commented that with 
so many CP members obtaining passports for travel in Europe, 
it might be necessary to require that leading comrades ask 
for and obtain permission from their district committee before 
making such trips. He also suggested that instructions be 
issued that no one is to represent himself as travelling ifor 
the CP, USA unless 3, specific mandate to that effect is 
received from the CP-, USA. 
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ALEXANDER TMCHPEMBERG 

NY on November reported that 

ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG^ who was making preparations for a 
trip to Europe and the Soviet Union^ on November 21;, 1958, 
said that he was preparing a list of characterizations of 
various people, including leaders of the CP, USA, who were 
not 100 per cent loyal to the Party. TRACHTENBERG planned 
to take this list to the Russians for their guidance in 
case any of these people made a trip to Russia. 

NY on December 9, 1958, advised that TRACHTENBERG 

had received his passport and that he planned to leave the 
United States by boat for England sometime during December, 1958. 
He was then to go to Russia v/here he planned to take a vacation 
and visit his relatives before discussing CP, USA affairs 
with the CPSU. On his return, he planned to visit various 
countries in Europe on Party business. 

PAUL nmicK 

NY T-2, on November 24, 1958, advised that PHUL NOVICK, 
who was about to start out on a trip to Europe and the Soviet 
Union, was carrying credentials from the CP, USA, which Identifiec 
him as Editor-in-Chief of the "Preiheit^' and as being sent on 
this trip by his paper as a correspondent. The credentials 
also stated that NOVICK has been a member of the Party since 
1921, and is a member of the commission for work among the 
Jewish people, 

NY T-2 also stated that the CP^ USA planned to send 
to th^e Russians, by means other than NOVICK^ a note characterizing 
NOVICK as being weak in regard to the Jewish question. This 
latter note v/as to be for the Russians' information in dealing 
xvith NOVICK .because JifOVICK, in the paat, has been critical 
of the Soviet and CP^ USA position in regard to the 
Jewish question. 
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CHARUSS LOmN 

NY on November 30^ 1958;, advised that 

CHARLES LOMAN told WILLIAM Z. FOSTER that date that he planned 
to go to" the Soviet Unions but that he did not know whether 
the CP^ USA would agree to hiL'S going to the 21st Congress of 
the CPSU as a representative from the CP^ USA^ .beaa^Ase of the 
fact .that-:- some of the leaders do-, not like his views, 
POSTER told LOMAN that he should go anyway and raise the real 
issues 'before the CP^ USA at the 21st Congress. POSTER said 
that it was LOMAN ^s duty to go and he should "tell the CPSU 
plainly about the CP, USA. 

NY T-1, on December 19^ 1958:, reported that JAMES E. 
JACKSON had stated that CHARLES LOMAN left for Moscow xvithout 
the Party ^s permission and that a serious problem had arisen 
at the National Office over his going. JACKSON stated that 
he and EUGENE DENNIS were of the opinion that LOMAN left with 
V/ILLIAM Z. POSTERNS blessing and islttx a letter from POSTER 
to the Soviets in his pocket. They also believed that LOMAN 
had gone to Moscow as representative of the remaining left- 
vfingers in the Party. 

JACKSON said that DENNIS would notify the Soviets that 
LOMAN is not an official representative of the CP^ USA; however 
the CP^ USA is worried about this situation because LOMAN is 
a resourceful individual who can 'iDreak down doors," 

NY T-'l^ on December 31:, 1958;, advised that ROBERT 
THOMPSON said that CHARLES LOM^I^ as of that time^ had pot been 
suspended By the National Committee of the CP, USA because of the 
circumstances of his trip to the Soviet Unions hovxever^, 
THOtlPSON said that he expected the suspension would be made 
known by the Resident Board even though POSTER is opposed 
to such action. THOMPSON stated that in his opinion" LOMAN 
believes that he represents a *^new left" x^rithin the CP and tjiat 
when he gets to the USSR-, he will "get the ear" of the Russian 
com^irades. THOMPSON said though that he did not thinlc LOMAN 
would be successful in the Soviet Union. 
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GEORGE MORRIS 

NY on October 20^ 1958^ advised that he learned 

during the week of October 12, 1958^ that GEORGE MORRIS planned 
to leave the United States for Russia to attend a trade union 
conference as delegate from "The Worker"; however;, his trip 
vjould have to be delayed because the conference had been 
postponed . 

The informant J on November 24 1958;, advised that durii 
the week of November l6^ 1958^ MORRIS said that he planned to .'.-^c. 
leave for Russia during the early part of December^ 1958. 
MORRIS stated that when he went to the Soviet Embassy to obtain 
a visaj they rolled out the red carpet for him and made his 
visit the occasion fop a party. The Russians told him that they 
were prepared to pay his fare to and from Russia^ but he told 
them that he vjould depend on them only for his return 
transportation. 

NY T-13.. reported on December 9^ 1959^ that MOFJRIS 
was to leave for England the following day and' §pend f ojar or 
five days in London with JOHN WILLIAMSON before proceeding 
to Russia* 

IV. PLANTS OF ITALIAN GROUP 
IN CP^ USA TO ESTABLISH 
NEVfSPAP3R IN CANADA 



NY T-22^ on November 3;^ 1958^, reported that at a meetir. 
of the Italian comrades in the CP^ USA who compose:.' the 
administrative staff of '%'Unita/' held on October 
ALgX GARDNER gave a report on his recent trip to Italy, GARDNER 
said that he gave the $100 : 00 sent by the "L'Unita'* group in the 
United States to the "L^Unita^^ in Rome and that the comrades 
there were very happy to receive the money. They printed a 
picture of the $100 bill on page one of their newspaper. 
GARDNER said that he conferx^ed with MICHE];i SALERNO, Editor-in- 
Chief of the pro-Commurjist newspaper "Paese - Sera^^ and many 
other comrades in the Italian Party, He brought personal 
regards from all of them to the comrades present afc that meeting. 
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MY T-22j on December 3^ 1958^, stated that at a meeting 
of the Press Committee of "L'Unita^" which was held on November 21 
1958:, ALEX GARDNER reported farther on his trip to Italy. In his 
discussions with SALERNO and other representatives of the Italian 
CP^ he learned that Italian comrades in Canada want to start 
publication of a popular democratic weekly newspaper there. 
They have accumulated funds for this paper and wish to discuss 
the matter with the Italian-American comrades. 

GARDNER said that the Italian Party thinks the 
"L'Unita" group should meet with the G9.nadi.an comrades and once 
the arrangements are made for the Canadian publication^ suspend 
the publication of "L^Unita^^ in New York. The Italian ©arty 
was willing to send an Italian comrade to Canada for technical 
assistance in publishing the paper and the Italian Party further 
suggested that the current Ed?.tor of *%»Uriita" go to Canada 
to edit the new paper. GARDNER said that the Italian comrades 
were to communicate further with ti^eja on the matter of arranging 
a meeting with the Cans^dian group. 

GARDNER, accorcling to the inf ormant, also reported 
that the Italian Party desired th^t the American group '.assist it 
financially. According to the informant-, those present at the 
meeting agreed that this would be discussed more fully in the 
future. 

V. CONTACTS OF CP, USA 
LEADERS VJITH SOVIET 
DIPLOMTS 



NY T-23 advised on November 6, 1958^ that VJILLIAM 
WEINSTONE stated that he was trying to obta^in tickets to the 
reception which was to be given on the evening of November 7s 
1958s by the Soviet Delegation to the United Nations in honor of 
the 4lst anniversary of the Soviet Revolution. 
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A Special Agent of the FBI observed WILLIAM L. 
PATTERSON, CHARLES DIRBA, JAMES ALLEN, JAMES E. JACKSON, 
ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG and ART SHIELDS enter or leave the 
Soviet Delegation to the United Nations, 680 Park Avenue, 
New York City, on the evening of November 7^ 1958. 

VI. CP, USA CONTACTS 
WITH FOREIGN CPs 

NY Tr-2, on October 20, 1958, advised that the CP^ USA 
requested that the Labor-Progressive Party of Canada (the CP 
of Canada) send one or two delegates to a meeting of the National 
Auto Fraction to be held in Detroit during the weekend of 
October l8 and 19, 1958. 

NY T-8, on October 28^ 1958, advised that BILL KASHTON 
of the National Organization Department of the Labor-Progressive 
Party of Canada wrote to ROBERT ^OMPSON on October 21, 1958 
to advise him that the National Organization Department of his 
Party had decided to make a study of various problems of 
organization as it s^ffected the Party and that he believed it 
would be helpful to study the experiences of other parties 
in the capitalist world. He therefppe requested that any 
bulletins, pamphlets or other materials published by the :l ^ 
CP, USA on that subject be sent to the Labor-Progressive Party. 

NY T-24, on December 29, 1958, reported that 
WILLIAM WAINWRIGHT, Assistant Secretary of the CP of Great 
Britain, vjrote to the CP^ USA on November 4, 1958, to advise 
that the British Party was orgp.nizing celebration meetings to 
honor the bi-centenary of ROBERT BURNS, Scotland's national poet. 
He requested that a message concerning BURNS be sent by the 
CP, USA, which would be included ±^ a program that the British 
CP was preparing for this events 

NY T-8, on December l6, 1958, advised t^hat the CP 
of the Netherlands wrote to the CP, USA on November l4, 1958, 
to advise that the 19th Congress of the Netherlands CP 
was to be held December 26 to 29, 1958. The CP, USA was 
requested to send greetings to this Congress. 
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NY T-2, on NovemlDer 21, 1958, reported that EUGENE 
DENNIS, at a National Executive Coiranittee meeting held on 
November 20, 1958, stated that greetings to congresses of CPs 
of Chile and Colombia would be sent by the CP, USA, The informant 
advised on November 24, 1958, that according to DENNIS on 
November 21, 1958, the above mentioned greetings had been sent 
to the tvjo South American parties. 

NY T-21, on Deceinber 9, 1958, advised that WILLJAM Z. 
FOSTER was contemplating writing a letter to MAO TSE-TUNG, 
Chairman of the Chinese CP, extending his heartiest congratulations 
to the Chinese people and the Chinese Party for the glorious 
success of their tremendous revolution. 
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This section was prepared by SA FRANCIS J. COSTIGAN: 



On December 1^ 1958> NY T-S4 furnished a mimeographed 
letter, dated November 24, 1958, addressed: "To All Members 
of the National Committee" and signed "Comradely yours, 
E." DEWIS", 

The letter contains the following as a first 
paragraph, "The following is a summary of the report 
made to the N. C* on Nov. l8th on the results of the 
Nov, 4th elections." 

The letter states that the majority of the 
voters registered their dissatisfaction with the 
Administration's domestic program and its foreign policy 
by administering a sharp political setback to the I^epublican 
Party* 

The letter declares that most of the pro-labor 
and pro-civil rights candidates were elected and that the 
majority of the reactionary candidates were defeated* 

The letter 3ets forth that th^ issues which 
were dominant were the following: unemployment, farm 
price supports and controls, inflation, the high cost 
of living and the right-to-vjork legislation » 
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The report states that labor has acquired greater 
influence in the new Congress and in the state legislatures 
and predicts that the movement for independent political 
action can be greatly advanced and that labor can exercise 
a far moie influential role in the elections of I960.. 

The report points out that a fresh approach 
to the organization of the independent voters and the 
formation of a farmer-labor-Negro people's party is 
vitally needed by the CoiKimunist Party. 

©le letter concludes as follows: "Our Communist 
Party has an ever more important contribution to make* 
It has a special role to play in exercising its vanguard 
role, in extending its united front relations, in helping 
clarifiy perspectives and political and ideological questions, 
in raising and pinpointing the main issues, ir^ unmasking 
and Isolating tiie Trotskyites, etc* and in developing 
further its political and organizing initiq^tives in the 
mainstream and among the independent progressives and 
radicals." 

On December 10, 1958, NY T-2 made available 
a mimeographed document entitled: "Political Work in 
the Two Old parties", by WILLIAM Z. FOSTER* This docurpeat 
is addressed: "To the National Committee". 

The document declares that the po.litical work 
of the Communist Party ghould be carried out in three 
spheres : 

1) the txvo major parties 

2) the Labor-Negro -?Farmer Party 
3; the Communist party. 
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Ihe document states that the bulk of the working 
class supported the Democratic Party; that scarcely 
100,000 voters in the United States stated a preference 
for the five independent left-wing parties and that the 
Democratic and Republican Parties control the government. 

The document continues that the work of the 
Communists within the two old parties should be based on 
the following principles: 

a) the propagation of the Communist Party program 
and line within the old parties with the ultimate aim of 
forming a Labor Party at the appropriate tipie and place. 

b) the winning control of many key sections of 
the old parties with the purpose of building up strong 
organizatio,ns in certain key states. 

c) the focusing o^" the attention of the workers 
on the eventual formation of a Labor Party without causing 
splits in the ranks of the parties as they now stand. 

d) the building of strong worker organizations 
within the two old parties without playing into the hands 
of the reactiona£»ies of those parties^ 

e) the efforts to build such worker organizations 
should be characterized by persistence and firmness. 

f ) Communists must work within the old political 
parties while remaining Communists, 

g) the mistakes of the past should not be repeated, 
particula,rly the failure to theorize the course taken in the 
old parties. 
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h) the cooperation of the Communist Party with the 
middle or progressive group of workers. 

i) the Communist Barty should not seek any 
affiliation or merger with organizations or movements within 
the scope of the two old parties. , 

The document continues that the Communist Party 
should base its program on. the proposition that the 
American working class wili eventually free itself from 
the bourgeois control of the two-party system* 

Hie formation of a Negro -Labor-Farmer Party in 
the United States v/ill mark a long stride forward for the 
American working class and its allies. This Party in the 
United States wilj^ probably, not have a Socialist program, 
but the Comnxunist Party should actively propagate Socialism 
ia all their Labor Party work. 

The document reads, in part, as follovjs: 

''The Communist Party must be actively built in 
every phase of the Laboa;* Party movement to ci^eate the 
organization of the workers in the major parties, to build 
the Labor Party, and to fulfill the thousand and one tasks 
that the Party confronts in the class struggle • We must 
remember that the independent role of the working class 
is the ultimate status we ^re driving at, and that hence 
the Importance of the independent parties must not be 
underestimated. V 
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LEGISLATIVE ACTIVITIES 
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This section was prepared by SA JAMES M. KIRBY. 

On November 24^ 1958, NY T-4 furnished a copy of a 
memorandum prepared by JAMES E. JACKSON. The memorand-um 
is entitled, "Immediate Tasks in Preparation for the 
Opening of the 86th Congress," ^ 

Tlie memora^toi is an analysis of the last 
Congressional and state elections. JACKSON said that by the 
elections. Congress has been given a mandate by the people to 
end the "brink of war" foreign policyi to enact civil 
rights legislation^ to enact economic legislation 
to relieve unemployment and declining farm income, and to 
enact legislation to end the bankrdp-tcj' ' of small businesses. 

In explaining the purpose of the memoranduiji, 
JACIffiON said it was to apprise the entire CP (Communist Party) 
Organization of immediate questions relative to the 
organization of the new 86th Congress. In that regard JACKSON 
said there" was a need to amend Rule 22, which permits 
filibusters in the- ^Senate, and a need to remove the 
Chairmanships of key committees from the hands of the DixiacTSte 
and place them in the hands of liberal Democrats, regardless 
of seniority. 

JACKSON said Illinois, Indiana, Nebraska, and 
Oklahoma, should be special points of concentration by 
the labor-led coalitions in regard to the demand to 
abolish the filibuster rule. He said organized labor has 
a special stake in the battle to end the filibuster. In 
suggesting methods to accomplish this objective, JACICSON 
said organized delegations should visit various senators and 
representatives of the liberal bloc. He said these 
delegations should be comprised of local union representatives, 
Negro organizations, and church groups. 
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In concluding, JACJCSON said that campaigning to 
bring about the amendment of the present rule which permits • 
the filibuster and the change in the method of selecting 
key coinmittee chairmen was to be the Party's mass work until 
the opening of Congress in 1959.

The letter, dated October VJ , 1958:> addressed 
"To All Districts", requested information from each district 
regarding what is being done in regard to the campaign 
for amnesty on behaif of GIL GREEN and HENRY WINSTON. 
The letter emphasizsed, that the parole issue is now before 
the United States Board of Parole, and within a short 
time the Christmas amnesty campaign will be on the agenda 
in every CP district. 

Attached to this letter was a complete text 
of a letter sent to President EISENHOWER, dated September 
23j 1958, calling for executive clemency in behalf of 
GREEN and WINSTON » The letter, of the National '.Of flee 
called for wide distribution of the text of the Ifecter 
to President EISENHOWER in order to stimulate national 
interest in the GIL 2BEEN and HENRY WINSTON amnesty campaign.

The December 1958;, issue of "The Worker" 
page 14^ columns 1 and 2., carried an article captioned 
"CP Program Mapped On Next Congress" • 

The above article set forth the agenda and 
decisions reached at the National Committee meeting of 
the CP^ USA which was held in New York City on December 
6 5 Is 1958. The article reflected that the following 
resolutions regatding'-GlL GREEN and HENRY' WINSTON- were 
adopted at this meeting: 

1. The sending of greetings to imprisoned 
Smith Act prisoners, GILBERT GREEN and 

il HENRY WINSTON. 

2. Condemning the refusal of the Parole Board 
to free tljem, and g^ledging renewed efforts 
for exectitive amnegty. 

NY T-5 reported on November 6, 1958^ that ARNOLD 
JOHNSON had commented on. that date that a parole hearing 
for GIL GREEN and HENRY VJINSTON was scheduled on November 
13;? 1958 ^b^03?e the United States Board of Parole in Washington 
D^C, JOHNSON stated that he was organizing a delegation 
from the New York City area to attend this hearing in 
an attempt to influence the Parole Board. 

NY T-11 furnished a copy of a typewritten letter, 
dated October 24, 1958, addressed "To All Districts" 
bearing the typewritten signature of ARNOLD JOHNSON. The 
letter refers to the parole applications to be considered 
at a United States BDard of Parole hearing scheduled on 
November I3. 1958, concerning GIL GREEN and HENRY WINSTON, 

The above letter moted that a delegation was 
being organized in connection with the appeal and in lieu 
of actual participation, it suggested that communications 
urging parole for GREEN and WINSTON should be directed to 
ttie Unifced States Board of Parole, 
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I United States Board of 
Parole 3 advised on November 2b;, 19583 that the parole 
hearing for GIL GREEN and HENRY WINSTON v^as held on November 
13^ 19583 in Washington3 D,C» He advised that a decision 
vias made on November 2^3 1958, denying parole to both 
GREEN and WINSTON. 

NY T-6 advised on November 19^ 1958, that a 
meeting of the National Council of American-Soviet 
Friendship was held at Carnegie Hall, Nevj York City, on 
November l4, 1958. The informant advised that one of tl:;e 
items discussed at this meeting concerned the amnest^r 
campaign for GIL GREEN and HENRY WNNSTON. NY T-6 advised 
that postal cards bearing the address of the United States 
Board of Parole were sold at this meeting and the purchasers 
V3e,re requested to write a short statement urging amnesty 
for GREEN and WINSTON. 

NY reported on November 23^ 19583 that 
ELIZABEIEH GURLEY PLYNN was in contact with a prominent 
CP functionary on that date at which time they discussed 
the amnesty campaign for GIL GREEN and HENRY WINSTON • 
FLYNN commented that SI GERSON was taking over the amnesty 
campaign in an "unofficial way" • FLYNN was critical 
of the manner in whi©h GERSON is handling the amnesty 
campaign 3 stating that he is spending too much time 
writing to ex-Party people all over the country. PLYNN 
stated that she believed the campai.gn would be more 
auccessful if he concerned himself with active CP members. 

The informant reported that PLYNN concludegl by 
stating that she was very disgusted with the efforts 
made to gain amnesty for GIL GREEN and HENRY WINSTON and 
that she would hate to lo§-e these two comrades as a result* 
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On November 25, 1958^ NY T-8 furnished a copy 
of a mimeographed circular letter dated November 24, 1958* 
addressed "To All Districts ''And National Committee Members" . 
This letter urged that efforts be made to win amnesty 
iBor GIL GREEN and HENRY WINSTON by writing to President 
EXSENHOTfJER-. 

Enclosed with the letter, dated November 24, 1958> 
was a copy of a letter, dated September 23> 1958, addressed 
to President EISENHOli^JER concerning a plea for executive 
clemency for GREEN and WINSTON. The cover letter, dated 
November 24, 1958, was signed by ARNOIiD JOHNSON. 

NY T-9 reported on December 4, 1958, that an 
open section meeting of the Northeast Bronx CP was held 
at 683 Allerton Avenue, Bronx, New York, on November 25, 
1958, at which time, it was announced tb.at a concert in 
support of :Glhristmas amnesty for GIL GREJIN and HENRY 
WINSTON would bQ held on "jDec'^mber 21, 1958, at the New 
Terrace Garden, 2145 Boston Post Road, Bronx, New York.. 
The informant reported that CP members were urged to support 
this function. 

NY T-10 advised on December 2, 1958, that a 
letter, dated November 29, 1958, and signed "JOSEPH 
POLICHETTI, Chairman, Bronx Committee for Civil Liberties" 
was directed to President EISENHOVJER urging execKitive 
clemency for GIL GREEN and HENRY WINSTON* 

This letter set forth backgrcsond information 
concerning the GREEN and WINSTON cases. This letter read 
in part; 

"...their continued imprisonment is inconsistent 
with decisinns of the United States Supreme Court, the 
United States Court of Appeals in Michigan and New York, 
the New York Appellate Division and others in Smith Act 
cases before them. The cQurts are unanimous that no crime 
has been committed';,." 
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for HENRY WINSTON 



NY T-7 reported that SI GERSON delivered a report 



outlining future plans of the CP to gain freedom fou XOTSTON. 
The informant advised that the following points were set 
out in GERSON 's report: 



1. Analyze the current situation. 

2. Establish an amnesty committee XMhich would 
establish a program and a minimum goal set 
up for a three month period. 

3. Blanket the country with ^ page newspaper 
advertisements in papers like the "New York 
Times" , and the "Newark Star Ledger" utilizing 
something official with EDNA WINSTON'S 
signature and Post Office box number. 

,4. Work on Congressmen who might be approached 
at the right time to introduce amnesty 
resolutions . 

5. Distribute the NIEBUHR - THOMAS letter' as 
well as c out-outs of advertisements door- 
to-door while securing signatures at the 
same time including those of important 
people like Mrs. ELEANOR ROOSEVELT. 

6. Utilize ADAM CLAYTON POWELL and other 
Harlem clergymen.

Civil Rights and Ci vil Liberties Issues 



NY T-6 reported on November 19* 1958^ that a 
Bronx Civil Liberties Committee meeting was held at 
2733 Barker Avenue, Bronx, New York, on November 17* 
1958. 

The informant reported that one of the items 
discussed at this meeting concerned a letter sent by the 
Emergency Civil Liberties Committee, whi'ch stated that 
they are planning ©a' eetSblishing an office in VJashington 
D.C. in order to carry out their goal of the banning of 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities. The 
informant stated that a nixie months budget of $90,000.00 
is needed, and that the Bronx Civil Liberties Committee 
would be asked to contribute $100,00 monthly. NY T-6 
advised that a motion was made and passed proposing a 
donation of $50.00 per month from the Bronx Civil Liberti 
Committee . 
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The December l4^ 1958 issue of "The Worker" 
page .2, column 2, contained an editorial captioned "Travel 
Ban" . This editorial concerns a recent ruling by the 
United States Supreme Court governdaig travel abroad * The 
editorial reSdsctn part: 

"The Dixiecrats and Mc Carthyites are determined 
to restore to" Secretary JOHN POSTER DULLES, the right to, 
forbid some Americans to travel abroad." 

"The last minute move to prevent our labor 
editor;, GEORGE MORRIS , from leavihg the country after 
receiving a passport, is part of a conspiracy by Senator* 
SASTLAND, the House Un-American » s and the Mc Carthyites 
in the State Department." 

The editorial, urged its readers, to protest 
this attempt "to sciJittle the Supreme Court '.& passport 
ruling, so that Americans can learh the ti?uth about the 
rest of the world" .

On October Yx I958, NY T-35 advised that Mid West 
Regional Conference of the CP,USA (Communist Party, United 
States of America) composed qf approximately 22 persons, 
was held in Chicago, Illinois, on October 4, 5, 1958., The 
informant advised that the agenda: consisted of report? on 
the auto sijnd steel questions, 

CARI) WINTER TDres^nted, the report on the auto 
situation, and he charged WALTER REUTHER with violating the 
mandate of the United Automobile Workers ' s Convention in his 
contract negotiations with the car manufacturers.. 

WINTER offered s^ggestions for building a 
Deft" in. the trade unions, and f»r forming a coalition. 
betv7een the CP and the unj-ons.. He advoQated establishing a 
National publication devoted to matters of labor union 
interest, and se:pving .as. a meditua for the exchange of 
ideas in the labor union field. 

The report on steel was presented by ANTHONY 
KRCHMAREK, who attributed the layoffs and short work, weeks 
in the steel industry to the economic situation and 
automation. He advocated a longrr-range CP program aimed at. 
building a coalition vjith the/steel unipns. 

The informant- .further &,dvised that CLAUDE 
LIGHTPOOT informed the group that th& CP National Conmiittee 
favors ti^e establishment of a permanent. Mid West Regional, 
group to dfea.\ with the problems in the auto,- steel, and "packing 
industries. 
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LIGHTFOOT proposed a steering coirnnitt^e be 
established composed of district organizers and National 
Committee members. He urged that the steering committee 
organise and apportion the work of the r/tLdyxest Regional 
group among all cadre* The informant said the conference 
accepted the proposals of LIGHTFOOT. 

On October 20^ 1958, NY T-36 advised that a 
meeting of the National Auto Commission, CP^USAj^ ms held 
on October l8, 1958, in Detroit, Michigan, 

The informant said the agenda consisted of a 
report on United Automobile Worken^ contracts by CARL 
WINTER and an organizational discussion- 

WINTER ^s report condemned the "namier in i«4tch 
contract negotiati^^ns had been conducted by WALTER 
REUTHER with the auto raakerSo 

In the discussion that followed WINTER ^s report,- 
all those present agreed that REUTHER^ s actions were 
subversive, and the reason for the United Automobile 
Workers ^ failure to get better contracts lay in the growth of 
bureaucracy in the un.ion§. There was also agreement 
that an incorrect estimate of economic condSttions and the 
militancy of the Vorkers was the basis for the left 
movem&it in the United Automobile Workers'^ (UAW)o It was 
agreed the CP should seek ways to unite the militant 
elements in the unions • 

The informant said there was a discussion as to 
the feasibility of a. labor paper. CARL WINTER suggested 
the paper be more progressive thai the ordinary labor paper, 
but not ag far left as "The Worker." However, no 
decision was reached as to what position the paper should 
take* 
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The informant said it was decided that the n^xt 
meeting of the Natienal Aut* C«mmission will Tie held after 
the Skilled Trades meeting during late January •r fearly 
February, 1959. The points for discussion will to6 the- 
coming elections in the UAW and the New Congress. 

In conclusion, the informant advised that 
no formal resolutions were passed, nor was there any 
definite course of action planned in the auto field. 

NY T-37 advised on Octolper 27, 1958, that a 
meeting of the National Steel Commission, CP, USA, was heid 
in Cleveland, Ohio, on October 25^26 i 1958. The meeting was 
attended by'0?epresentatives from Cleveland, Buffalo, Indiana, 
Illinois, and Maryland. 

The informant said the agenda consisted of the 

following: 

A report on the seven workers who were discharged 
from jobs in Buffalo for refusing to testify before the House 
Committee on Un-rAmerican Activities, a report on the United 
Steel Workers Convention held in Atlantic City in September, 
1958, a political analysis of PAVID. J. MC DONALD, President 
of USWA, and a discussion of the gains to be sought in 
negotiating for the 1959 United Steel Workers' contract. 

The informant said the following decisions were 

reached: 

To establishccitizens ' committees to support a 
reinstatement suit by the d.3scharged Buffalo employees^ to 
publish a national Steel Commission paper, to strengthen 
"the left" within the United Steel Workers of America 
(USWA) J to submit a report of the Steel Commission meeting to 
the CP National Executive Committee j proposals for a CP 
program in the steel industry to be submitted by each CP 
District to the National Coramittfee; the National Steel 
Commission to meet, four times a year; the National Committee 
to prepare a statement regarding the Party ^s program and 
interest in the 1959 USWA' contract negotiations. 
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On November 24, 1958, liY T-13 advised that he 
had learned that IRVING POTASH was appointed to the 
post of Labor Secretary, CP,USai during a meeting ot the 
National Executive Committee, which was held in NYC on 
November 18-20, 1958.

Program of CP, USA in Negro and Southern Work 
for coming year, . - - - 

NY T-1 reported on October 25^ 1958, he had 
ascertained that JAMES E"* JACKSON, at a meeting of the 
Resident National Executive Committee (NEC), CP, USA, 
on Octobei? 22^ 1958 j in New York, had presented for that 
committee's approval a, seven poirit program for Negro and 
Southei«n work in the coming year. This program consisted 
of: 

1.. To convince the Negro people that Reverend 
MARTIN LUTHER KING is hot the individual whom' they should 
regard as their leader* The aim df the CP in Negro activities 
will be to prove that ICING is not possessed of sufficient . 
wisdom to be the- leader of the N^gro people* The Pa??ty will 
stress the fact that ii;i his book, KING admits h? is 
influenced by white capital. 

2. To call a National Conference of Negro elected 
officials.. This cohferehce would be called tqv about February, 
1959. The topic of discussion at the conference would be 
"Restoration of Section III of the Ives-Douglas Bill", which 
deals with civil rights ar\d which has been stricken from the 
subject bill, 

3-. To establish a Negro Marxist journal to- be 
issued aua:^terly. Thib journal would be directed to the 
Negro youth and would be first published in February, 1959. 
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4i To establish a new Southern Negro Youth 
Conference* 

5. To become active In the i960 elections pertaining 
to Negro districts. The CP feels that if a sufficiently 
energetic campaigri were instituted in those districts with 
large Negro populations either Negroes can be elected to 
public office or those elected co\ild be compelled to give 
patronage to Negroes, 

6. To talce part in the 50th ayiniversary of the 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP), which is scheduled to be celebrated in Jime, 1959. 

7. To work for the appoinfenient of ijiore Negro 
trade union fufictionaries to more importaht positions in the 
unions. 

NY T-1 stated this program was unanimously adopted 
by the Resident NEC. 

"The Class Forces in the Negro P eople's Movement" 

NY T-2 on December 10, 1958, furnished ^ copy of 
a mimeographed document entitled "The Class Forces in the 
Negro People's Movement", by JAME3 E* JACKSON.. 

Ii; part, this document reflects: 

"The iaigh proportion of the Negro people who are 
working people means that the N^gro Freedom Movement will 
increasingly reflect in its program?', policies, leadership, 
alliances, immediate and long-range goals the influenpe and 
will of the working class , This is a .feature in the prospects 
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for development,- of the Negro Liberation Movement whicU J-S 
quite different from thfitusually associated with national 
movements' bf colonial economies wherein the weight oi -cne 
petty bourgeois peasant class groupings are very heavy 
if not decisive. The proportionate numerical strength Pi 
the class forces within the Negro movement is decisively 
on the side of the workers. This circumstance favors the 
ultimate dominance of the policies of th^ working Jj^ss and 
the leadership of the working class in the Negro Peogle^f, 
movement which is indispensable for the triumph ■ of fehe cause 
of Negro liberation over all manner of oppression* 

Continuing, JACKSON writes: 

"Under the leadership of the Negro workers^ Jjje 
Negro People»s Movement can enroll the larger papt 
Neiro capitalist strata into some measuj^e ^^$5°^^^^^, Jf^ 
participation in the fight of the Negro people foj ^J^ality 
and against all facets of dlSQriminatiowy and ally it on the 
side of the social class forces of progress and P^ape. At 
Ihe same time, within the coalition of l^^^^egro People ' s 
Movement, it is necessary for the workers to oppose and fifj^^ . 
SSs? thf coSs^rvatlvel compromising and reactionary capitalist 
nirrowmindedness of the Wo capitalist influence w?.thin 
and upon thai< movement." 

This document further reflects: 

"There is no "greater task for the Communists and 

■ advanced workers tp fulfill ^^2°"^®^$^°^/^?^,^^^ iJI 
class than that of furthering the bonds of c?.ass unity and 
brotherhood between Negro and ^hite wprkers. At ^'4.1 ^^.mes 
communists must sta?id th the forefront of the struggle to 
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smash every remaining color bar -and anti-^Negro prejudice, 
practice, or manifestation of social prejudice in the trade 
union and other working-class organizations • Communist 9> 
must always stand forth as tireless fighters for the 
integration of Negro vjorkers on the ;hasis of full equality 
in the life and affairs of the trade unions* Commuriists 
mu§t ceaselessly work to Influence the trade unions to 
struggle for full equality in Job rights in all branches 
of industry for the Negro workers — in t^ms of employment, 
equal pay for equal work, Job classification^, upgrading^ 
training and proipfiotion^ to pvit an end to all racial 
exclusiveness in the employment and job classification 
practices in the industries and enterprises*, Communlst.s 
must be outstanding in influencing and sharing in the 
completion of the urgent \vork of the labor movement to 
organize ^he millions of unorganized Negro and. white workers --^^ 
particularly in th^ South -^^^ into the trade mipn?* 

"Communists must be tireless in organising ajid 
stimulating the labor movemorit to champion the freedom, demands 
of the Negro people, and to render every material and pioral 
support to the concrete struggles of the Negro people" for 
political^ economic and social eq^uality and 'freedom frbm 
national ojppression^ segreg;ation, disfranci:)i.sementj and 
discrimination • " ' 

"Program in Regard to |iBlack Belt^," 

NY T-^ on December 10, 1958^ al§o furnished a 
mimeographed document entitled "Program In Regard to VBlack 
Belt»"^ by JA1V3S3 B\ JACKSON. 

This doci^ment, in papt, reflects-: 

"The CommiAnist Party champions the democratic 
rights of thQ Negro people to equality in every sphere of 
American life* It also support § the right of. the ^Black 
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Belt community , -to develop fully and freely iii the South* 

"Towards this end, the CP works for, and strives 
to influence the Negro people»s movement, thj. labor movement 
and all the democratic forces of the population to ^age a 
IS^ttined and concerted struggle for the following ifij^^te 
measures now - the realisation of which would create those 
democratic^^nditions in the South, in general, and 
rSspect to the Black Belt area of Negro majority in Pf J^i^?!^^' 
for the Negro people there to freely manifest their right to 
determine the course of their own development. 

The document goes on to advocate, among oth^r things, 
the abolition of the poll tax, FEPC^ J^^^ 
housing, -school construction, cultural and ^-f ^^I^^^^^^Ji . ^ 
facilities on a non-^ segregated basis, the ^?<l„°,f^^^|^SP*^°^ 
in public iastltutions, and tjie abolition of Jim Crow la«tfs. 

The docment further reflects, in part: 

"The task of the Communists is to influence the course 
of development of these organizational movements and 
campaigns which stem from the activities of the progressive 
influence within the established o^'ganizations of the, masses, 
it is not the task of the Cowravmists, at this stage, to 
undertake unde:p its own banner the building such movements 
or the initiation of sucU forms for the "^ass su^uggle. The 
task of the Communists is to advance the influence of the 
Policies of the working class and build up the forces of the 
?St trlnd within the Iptablished Q^sani^ations of th.e N^^^ 
people, of labop, of the poor farmers, and of tneir allies 
among the middle class strata. 
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"The special organization which the Communists must 
build in order that the Party and the working class may- 
fulfill their responsibility to the development of the liberation 
movement of the Deep Southern Negro community is the further 
building 6f the Communist Party in the South in gerieral 
and amongst the Southern v;ork$rs in particular, 

"The struggle c>f the Deep Southern Negroes for 
equality is an organic part of the democratic struggle of 
the e2q)loited classes and oppressed peoples on a national 
and world-wide scale,' It is a separate sectoi;* but an 
indivisible part of the struggle of the vjorking class people 
of our country and the world for security j peace, 'democracy 
and freedom. Whatever affects the fortunes of one sector,, 
has its consequences upon the whole front. Correspondingly 
in so far as progress is achieved in the general cause of 
the struggle for democracy, peace and economic well-being 
in the country as a whole (as well as on a world scale) to 
Just such an extent will more ppportune ci>nditions be 
created for favoring the triumph of the struggle of the 
Negro people for equality of rights and people's freedom. 
The opposite is no less tvM\e; therefore Communists in the 
Negro freedom masraent strive to strengthen the conscious 
participation of that movement with the nation-wide and world 
struggle for peace, economic well-being-,- and freedom, and 
against war, reaction, poverty, and colonial bondage," 

NX T-3 reported on December 3^ 1958, that at the 
meeting of the National Committee, CP, USA, which i^aS to be 
held in New York on December 6-7, 195o, a j)ortion of thi? 
meeting would be devoted to the Negro Question in particular, 
and that the attendance at this session of the meeting would 
include a number of leading Megvo functionaries., who had been 
invited to attend and participate in the discussion. 
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NY T~3 advised on December 10, 1958, that at the 
December 6, 1958, session of this . meeting of the National 
Committee, JAMES E, JACKSON delivered a lengthy report on 
the Negro Question. The informant stated JACKSON'S report, 
in part, was based upon the aforementioned documents. 

In addition, NY T-3 related JACKSON'S report also 
encompassed a document entitled "Resolution on Theoretical 
Aspects of the Negro Question in the United States" and 
consisted of several basic proposals which contain revisions of 
Negro policy of the CP, USA. 

In proposal 2, the CP changed the incorrect 
view that thQ great base of the Negro people is essentially 
in agriculture as "land-bound peasantry." JACKSON'S report 
contended that the South is no longer the heart of the Negro 
people's movement. Therefore, the statements on the Negro 
Question call for new direction and tactics in approach. 

Proposition 3 advances an argument revising th^ 
former CP view and states that the Negroes are not a nation 
and the former slogan of self-determination is not valid. 

Proposition 4, concerns itself with a reappraisal 
of the self-determination concept and slogan and calls for a 
replacement of the self-determination theory, 

NY T-3 related the propositions contained in this 
document represent the new approach and concept of the CP, USA 
on the Negro Question, from, which it will devise all necessary, 
tactical and organizational programs and policies, 

NY T-3 advised JACKSON'S report was accepted by 
the National Committee both as a line of the CP and as the 
basis for discussion within the CP on the Negro Question.

On OctolDer 9, 1958. NY T-13 advised that EUGENE 
DENNIS on October 5^ 1958^ had stated that preparations 
are being made to send a delegation to the 7th World 
Youth Festival to be held in Vienna^ Austria^ during the 
suinrner of 1959- DENNIS said that these preparations 
will be discussed by the National Executive Committee (NEC) 
of the CP^ USAo He suggested that after the delegates 
to this festival are loiowi;, then it will be determined 
x^hich delegates need financial help and how much* 
From this compilation a request can be made for financial 
aid. This request^ according to DENNIS should be 
sent to the Preparatory Committee in Vienna Austria. 

On October 20, 1958, NY T-38 advised that HY 
LUl^'ISR stated that date that there vjill be a CP sponsored 
meeting in regard to youth in San Francisco^ California^ 
on October 24;, 1958 v;rhich will be attended by non- 
party youth^ and youth v/hose parents are not CP members^ 
in addition to the regular CP youth. LUI^ER^ according 
to NY T-38^ will meet this group in an effort to obtain 
opinions from the youth themselves regarding problems 
affecting youth for the purpose of using this information 
in formulating the policy of the CP^ USA^ i*egQ.rding 
youth . 

TUe November 2,. 1958:, issue . of "The Worker" 
page five^, colimn four^, reflects the following under the 
caption "Youth Courses":

NY T-13 advised that 
BOB THOMPSON by letter datea ^October 31.^ 1958. addressed 
"T6 All Members of the N.S.,C." called for a NEC meet- 
ing to be held on November 18^ 19 and possibly 20^ 1958, 
THOMPSON SQ,t_.forth in this letter t number of reasons- 
for this meeting among them being ^'the adoption of a 
Party Thesis on xvhat type of a Marxist Youth Organization- 
vie would like to see built"... 

On November 19^ 19^Q, NY ^-39 advised that 
the GP Mid-west Youth Conference Was held November 15-- 
l6, 1958^ at Milda Hall^ Chicago, Illinois, and that 
there were 28 individuStls in attendance a,t. this -conference • 
The delegates repx^e^ented Chicago, Cleveland^ Detroit., 
and St,, Louis. The. agenda for the conference ms as follows:-

1. Educational 

2. March on VJashington 

3. "i^cajld; Youth Festival 

III V/hat Kiundt of a Youth Organization Do

NY T-39 further advl-sed that JAMES vffiST 
v7aB' one of the speakers at this cpnference, VJEST stated 
that other conferences had been held or were being held 
on the Bast and ¥est coasis which xvould {^ad to a major .y<5uth 
conferences^ WEST said that the World Youth Festival 
to be held in Vienna, in 1959 ^ would be limited to 400 
delegates and that preliminax*y conferences on the festival 
had already begun, 

NY T-39 advised that ROBERT THOMPSON stated 
at this conference that if more requests for a Youth Page 
in "The VJorker" X'^ere received from other centers, gaich 
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a r>age vrould be included. THOMPSON also commented 
that he wanted from 300 to 400 youths in Marxist 
classes by January, 1959* 

NY T-39 further advised that the slogan 
"All Out for March" was adopted by this conference with 
reference to the "March on Washington" to be held in the 
Spring of 1959. It was suggested slmdent councils, trade 
unions, churches, and or^janisations be contacted to raise 
money fcr this March on Washington. 

Regarding the formation of a new organisation, 
NY T-39 reported that many of those in attendance at 
the conference favored the Pferxist-Leninfet approach. 
It was sviggested that the formation of this organization 
proceed slowly by having discussion groups thus 
guaranteeing, good ground work. NY T-39 advised that no 
definite decisions were made in relation to the formation 
of a new youth group. 

The November 23, 1958, issue of "-The Worker" 
page 13, column three, contains the following under the 
caption "Preparing for Youth Pete " : 

"Arrangements fox' participation of 400 young 
Americans in the 7th World Youth Eestival of Youth and 
Students in Vienna began this week^thelB.pestival Committee 
announces. 

"Applications villi be available at the. Committee 
headquarters, 19 VJest 27th Street". 

On November 20, 1958, NY T-l6 advised that at 
the session of the NEC held that date in Net^ York City, 
ROBERT THOMPSON discussed the Youth Movement with 
particular emphasis on how the young Marxists should be 
organised in the United States^ He discussed the 
hiOtory of the- Young Communist League (YCB) and talMd 
about the recent Youth March on Washington, and the 
return March on VJashington -t*3 be held some time during 
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the latter part of March or early part of April, 1959. 
THOMPSON stated that the Party should have a network 
of committees and cooperating organizations SiV.ova^ the 
Youth Marches on Uashington. He said that this would 
encompass in an organized way, thousands of young 
people in the next period of time. 



Concerning the organization of the youth in 
this country THOMPSON stated that the Party siust: 

1. Organize the yottth. forces "ill ahd around the 

Party, 

2. Organize, around the 7 th V/orld Youth 

Festival* 

3. - Expand Marxist educational activity. 

He said that they should start with the Youth Page in 
"The Worker" as a regular feature. He further stated 
that the Party should also organize discussion g^^oups 
aiound the yoong people concerning what type of youth 
organization of a I.'arxist character they think is 
adaptable to their needs and to the American scene. 

In answer to the question "What should our 
approach hef, THOI!PSON stated that they should have a 
double-sided approach. He stated that the Party 
should reraeiuber there is a lot they do not know about 
■youth, their moods, feelings, social and poliiacal 
attitudes. He also stated that the Party should reraember 
those valid Marxist principles pertaining to organizations 
and activities in the youth field. 

A. The first principle is independence of 
organization of youth, lue an ing that the youth should have their 
own political leader.ship, at the direction of their own 
forces, and learn from the guiding of their oirjn activities* 

B. The second principle is that the basic 
content of any Marxist youth -organization is to be learned 
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on the basis of the "steaay struggle" principle that 
combines activities of a social, politcal and recreational 
character with the study of the principles of Marxism- 
Leninism^ 

C, Ihe third principle is that any Marxist 
youth group that arises must have the closest relation- 
ship withtte Party and must be a Marxist youth movement 
that generally suppoirts and accepts the Party's political 
guidance. 

Continuing, TEOhTSON stated, according to M T-16, 
that he has come to the conclusion that as of the present 
time what the Party needs is a YCL type of organization.- 
By this THOMPSON explained he meant an organization of 
young Marxists to develop and fstudy scientific socialism,, 
an organization that would be designed to educate young 
people in the support of socialism and to develop activitxe 
as a Marxist orr;anisation. He stated that the^-only 
req.aiK!EiQats for mei-abership would be an interest in any 
phase of the organization's activities and the desire 
to learn. 

In conclusion THOHPSON said that he did not 
think such an organization could be formed in a relatively 
short time and pointed out that it would have to go through 
a period of time bt- slowly collecting forces and training 
leadership. lie said that these would be very crucial 
years but that he thought dt was possible that such an 
organization could at least be established some time next 
year. He remarked it would .have a base initially in five or 
six cities which should be able to rapidly gather together 
500 or 600 more youths. 

m T-IC further advised that IHIM LIJl^ER spoke 
at the .il-ird da-^^ts session of the MEG, CP, XSSk meeting 
held on ISovember 20, 1958, at which time he gave a report 
on the youth situation as he found It on hi^ recent trip to 
the W3st Qoast* 
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On Ilovember 2^, 1958, M T-20 advised that 
GEORGE MEYERS, had stated on November 2l|., 1958 ^ "fcha* 
Eastern Regional Youth Conference x-jhioh was to have boon held 
on November 30, 1958, had been postponed indefinitely. 

On December 29, 1958, M T-13 uxade available 
a schedule for the Faculty of Social Science, Winter term, 
January 19, 1959 to March 6, 1959-. This schedule contains 
the following:

On How a people «s Anti-Monopoly Government Would Function 
in Behalf of the American Farmer"* 

NY T-^3 stated that the contents of these drafts 
were discussed at length and in general the mainline of 
each was ag^'eed to by all* Their acceptance was to be 
contingent on th6 outcome of a discussion of these dr^ts 
to be held with Pa3;«ty members assigned to draft the 
ecbnomtic section of the OP program. 
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On NovemlDer l4, 1958, NY T-1 made available a 
letter dated November 12, 1958, addressed to members of 
the National Committee by PAT TOOHEY on behalf of the CP 
Farm Commissioni The letter enclosed a draft of the 
proposed agricultural section of the CP basic program 
which was drafted after a number of sessions of the Farm 
Commission and after several meetings of the Commission 
with other groups and individuals, eohcerned with agricultural 
developments and farmers' movements. The letter indicated 
that the CP Program Committee of the National Committee 
would discuss the draft at an early date and prior to that 
time suggestions anij opinions and amendments were being- 
solicited from as many interested CP members a? possible, 
Hhe letter indicated that the draft was being sent to 
all members of the National Committee and tQ approximately 
50. selected friends ns^tlonaHy in the Party and farm 
organizations. Suggestions and opinions were solicited' 
before December 1,- 1958. Th0 draft program declared, 
in part, as follows; 

The tendency of agriculture in the U«S« has its 
souroe in the class nature of our society, and. therefore, 
it cannot be reveresed while capitalism persists. The 
decisive factor in the present development of agriculture 
is the rapid transformation of its technology and those 
farms with the largest amount of capital will be able to 
advance technologically and make a profit and the small 
farmers will be forced out of business and into the cities. 
Technological advance threatens the small and middle 
farmers of the South and a whole and th6 plantation 
share croppers in particular. The Negro share croppers 
and the non-VIhite migratory Wage laborers generally are 
deprived of civil rights and subjected to brutal segregation,. 

As the average size of fanps grows it becomes 
increasingly difficult for young farmers to begin farming, 
even as tenants. The only effective defense against 
attacks on the small a,nd middle sized farmers is 
collective action of the farmers and support to their 
struggles by the working cla^s. 
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The CP supports the right of the share croppers and 
fam wage workers to organize, to bargain collectively and to 
strike. "Ehe CP "urges the extension of federal minimiam wage 
legislation to agricultural workers, the full enforcement of 
federal and state standards in health and welfare, and the abolx- 
tioh of child labor. The CP demands that the Bill of Rig^its shox^lc 
be enforced for share croppers and farm workers including tne - 
right to vote, the right to sit on juries, the right to be elected 
to public office, and the outlawing of all forms of segregation . 
in fact* 

The Communist Party supports the property rights of 
small and medium-sized producers In the l^d and chattels they 
possess and opposes eviction of these producers from ohe land, 
TIP CP also supports price aids, the struggle to win concessions 
from tbe monopolies," the efforts of small and medium- size farmer r 
cooperatives to make the associations serve them and not the big 
farmers, the shifting the burden of taxation to the monopolies 
and reduction in the cost of government or private credit to .smaix 
farmers. 

The CP opposes crop curtailment in principle as?;5an . 
attempt to resolve, by anti-social means, the contradiction 
between the productive capacity and restrictions imposed on 
the market by capitalism. 

The CP proposes the following short-range program 
for U.S. agrici^iltiore when the U.S. has taken the road to 
socialisms 

1, Application of minimum wage standards to farm 
wage xsrorkers». 
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Health, culttiral, child ca3?e and ed-ucational 
facilities in rural areas shall be raised to 
urban levels. 

All land and chattel mortgages owned by banks 
and insurance companies will become the property 
of the socialist commonwealth. 

Debts ovjed by cooperative associations shall 
become ttie property of the socialist coraraonwealth. 

Prices of farm products shall be fixed at a point 
where it is possible for the full-time farmer 
to provide his family with a decent livelihood* 

Farm families who provide one-rhalf or more of all 
labor on the farm shall be guaranteed security 
in the fapmi 

Farms on which less than one-half of the labor 
is provided by the operafor. and his family may 
be reduced to J&mily size bv Government action* 

Pams formerly operated as cropper plantations 
may be transferred into individual familhyr. sized 
farms and collective farms operated by former 
croppers . 

The Government shall mal© machinery and equipment 
available to family farmers either through sale

Comment on BORIS PASTERNAK'S 
"Doctor Zhivago" . . 

In an editorial, "Pasternak's Defenders," in 
"The V/orker, " November 9, 1958, it is asserted that 
"every enemy, not only of socialism, but social progress 
in general, in this coimtry and the ^-est of the world, has 
joined in the attempt to use the B#o3:s- Pasternak avjard to 
heat up the cold war." 

The argument that Nobel prizes were awarded 
to Soviet physicals as well, and thus the awards are 
impartial is met by the assertion that it was found to 
be impossible to pass over Soviet scientists in view of 
their unprecedented achievements, and the award to 
PASTERNAK vras used to- try to balance this off. 

The editorial says that the Soviet people see 
"Doctor ZHIVAGO" as an open attack not only on Socialism, 
but on the foundations of science and a scientific view, of 
history. It is said that those people have an 
understandable attitude forty years aftey the gi»eat 
liberating revolution, especially x^rhen they find themselves, 
surrounded not only by ideological enemies, but by bases from 
which atomic missies can be launched by those who have 
never given Hp the idea of destriyihg the Socialist world-. 

In an article over the byline of MIKE NEWBERRY 
in the same issue it was chSirged that the Nobel prize 
was given for cold waiP propaganda, and literg.ture has been - 
forsaken.- NEWBERRY 'professes to be an admirer of BORIS 
PASTERNAK, the poet, but says of "Doctor Zhivago" that 
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no fad or political expediency can make a bad "book a 
masterpiece. He says it is an 'Incredibly 
poorly written book." 

In anciolTomn entitled, "The Arts," In "Tlie Worker" 
of November 16, 1958, T)age 10, written by NEWBERRY, it is 
said that BORIS PASTEWTAK had at one point agreed to cuts 
in his manuscript, but an Italian publisher had declined 
to return the manuscript and thereafter the cold war 
propagandists sei25ed on "Doctor Zhlvago." Until then, there 
had been no criticism or denunciation of PAS'SERNAK in the 
Soviet Union. However, NEWBERRY went on, into tae act 
came the Swedish Academy., and dyeing the political limelight, 
they awarded the author the Nobel prize. Only then did 
the Soviet Writers anion reprimand him.

In "The Worker," October 19. 1958, page 3r appears 
an article by C. R., entitled j. "New Light on Mark Twain,' 
a reference to PHILIP FOIilER's., "Mark Twain: Social Critic. 
The article states that PO^CER ■ attacks those whc)' refuse to t^e 
TWAIN seriously and denigrate the social crltlctsm implicit 
in his writings. PONER also rejects the psychiatric con- 
clusion that TWAIN had unfulfilled talent as a result of 
childhood experiences v^hich mactehim incapable of coping with 
the times in which he Hived. 

FONER is credited with performing a vital service 
in compiling the evidence that makes it obvious MARK TWAIN 
deserves the title of Social Critic as few American 
writers do. VJhat is still needed, the article concludes, 
is a deeper analysis of the complexities of TWAINs who is 
not easy to explain, but who is the representative American, 
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MIKE NEWBERRY, in his colTjmri> "The Arts" in 
"The Worker," December 21, 1958, page 10, set out an 
interview of PONER as author of "Mark Twain: Social 
Critic."

The last 
section of this document j?ead as- follows: 

"A proper approach to the problem involves the 
following considerations-: 

"1, The situation with regard to- assimilation of 

Jaws in the Soviet Union is (different from that 
in capitalist countries. In a sociaXist society, 
where national oppression is ended, and full 
freedom for all nationalities is established, 
the process of assimilation and amalgamation 
of national cultures can propeed without hin- 
drance. In the Soviet Union there are already 
marked signs of this development. 

"2. Within responsible boclies in the Soviet Union 
there are differences of opinion as to whether 
or not the restora^tion of Yiddish publications 
would be a retrogression, an -artificial preser- 
vation of something which few Soviet< tiews want. 
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"3. Communists must view the problem of Jex'irish culture 
in the U.S.S.R. in perspective,. The negative 
aspects must be placed within the total frames 
work of the Soviet Union as a socialist country^- 
Which in practice follows a Marxist --Leninist 
policy with regard to the rights of nations and 
national minorities not only in the Soviet Union 
but also on a world scale. Marxists must give 
attention to the Jew;Lsh question in its totality. 
Including its American aspects. They jnust devote 
themselves to the development of a rounded 
theoretical examination of the question."

On October 29, 1958, NY T-30 furnished 
information that Publishers New Press, Incorporated, 
publisher of "The Worker" had, as of September 'SO, 1958, 
total assets of $27,732.79, liabilities of $ll6„4i*2.10i. 
and a surplus deficit of $88,?0S.31. According to 
the informant, for the nine months period ending 
September 30, 1958, opei-ating income amounted to 
$41,065.12,, and operating expenses were $125,201..42, 
resulting in an operating loss of $84,136.30. This 
operating loss was offset by other income «>f ^7i5PD.o,9* 
resulting in a net operating los^ of $76,569.41, Donations 
during the nine months period amounted to $79*193.39^ 
resulting in a net income over net operating loss of 
$2,623.98. 

In an. annual statement required by Federal 
law, "The Worker," October 12, 1958, page l4, officially 
listed its average circulation during the preceding 
12 months at 13,029.

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WLII^MA WEINStOME Discusses 

the Sharp Drop in Marxist Literature 

Sales 

"The Workerj" issue of October 19, 1958, page 8, 
contains a discussion, by WII,LIAM WEINSTOJJE of the question: 

"Ho\T do you explain the sharo drop in the sale 
of Marxist literature?" 

WEINSTONE attributed the decline in the sale of 
literature primarily to "the extreme persecution over 
the past ten years in which the teaching of Marxism was 
made a crime." He also accused the "Un-American Committees 
01 the House and Senate and other government agencies" of 
circulating pamphlets "giving distorted versions of 
Marxist classics as proof of a 'conspiracy' to overthrow 
the government. " As a- result, WEINSTONE states, "progressives 
reduced or quit entirely buying Marxist literature." 

_ WEINSTONE cites a second reason, related to the 
firsr, which he describes as "pragmatism." He states 
once there is a cessation or slowing down, of reading and 
study, the old weakness of imagination takes over. People 
get along by immediate experience alone, and underestimate 
or disregard the experience of the ages expressed in 
theory-in books." 

WEINSTONE also mentions the following additional 
1 actors against the reading and study of Marxist works- 
revisionism, which regards Marxism as outdated,- the 
absence of people especially devoting themselves to literature 
promotion^ and the relatively high price of books and 
pamphlets due to increased printing costs.

This letter asked for help for the National 
Educational Qommittee in getting a speaker ^s bureau 
going. The letter asked that information be gathered 
in answer to the follov/ing: 

1. How many audiences for the Committee speakers 
were in the area among workers clubs, college discussion 
groups, womenfe and youth groups and forums, as well 
as a list of their names and addresses • 

2* An indication of how often an area might 
want speakers from the national center v/ho are ayail?^ 
able for speaking tours • 
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It was explained that the Committee had in 
mind building a list of speakers on topics with which 
they would be most familiar. It was said that the 
sooner the information was obtained the more quickly 
could the project get started^ 

W T-2 has supplied a copy of a six page mimeo- 
graphed paper entitled "On The Celebration Of The 4lst 
Anniversary Of The Soviet Union And 25 Years Of American- 
.Soviet Diplomatic Relations/' This document bears the 
information "Issued by the Education Dep^t^ New York 
State Comraiinist Party," Hovrever^ according to NY T-2 
it was circulated by the National Office of the CP^ USA. 

The .theme of this material is stated as ""She 
preservation of world peace by the strengthening of 
American-Soviet Friendship and Cooperation, 

Page six of this p^per lists as suggested 
reading V;.I, LENIN'S "The Revolution of 1917/' and 
"Toward the Seizure of Power "^ as well as another book^ 
"¥•1. Lenin; A Political Biography." 

NY T--41 apid Wi T-42 have reported that on 
October 1^ 1953, HY LUMER addressed* a meeting of the 
Education Commission of the Southern California 
District of the Communist Party. 

HY LUMER observed that during the past few 
years there had been a serious lack of educational 
activity, including a decline in the work of schools, 
and there had been a serious lack of cadre training as 
well. However, he claimed that during the preceding 
12 months there had been a reversal of this trend, 
in that in several of the CP districts there had been 
a growth of educational apparatus, I^UIffiR regarded as 
the most interesting development the re^-establishment of 
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a Marxist school in New York and saw an excellent op- 
portunity for extending the work of that group in the 
New York area in the months ahead. He said that v/ith 
the Faculty of Social Science under the National Educational 
Committee there has been developed a loose organization 
with trained teachers providing classes for ahout 200 
students a term. In the season ahead that school expects 
to enroll between 400 and 500 students . Jk' main aspect 
of the work will be special attention to a youth pro- 
gram which was being developed in cooperation with 
the Nev7 York State Communist Party Youth Commission. 
UMER perceived this activity as a substantial forward 
step in Marxist education i 

LUMER said that when the Educational Committee 
had been organized shortly after the Communist Party 
Convention in 19^7 j it had developed a program which 
had pipoved to be too ambitious and unworkable"* a^d' :at)W 
the commj.ttee finds itself starting over again. He 
mentioned that there were five full-time people on 
the National Staff associated w?.th education, and 
one of the tasks of that group is to prepare a 
series of outlines on such subjects as the Party 
situation and the ■ anniversaries of the Communist Party 
and of the Soviet Union. He also said that a three 
man committee was at work on the outline of political 
economy., ^nd another group wa? wopking on an outline 
to be used by teachers in the field of dialectical 
and histojpical materialism. 

Another major effort in- which the center was 
expected to engage ^ according to LUMER, was that of » 
cadre trainirjg, and^.ltm-sas believed possible to have 
rggional schools during the winter? to develop leader- 
ship at section and district levels. Another area in 
which the Educational Committee expected to wo3?k W9.S 
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the preparation of study, material for class and group 
discussion of political problems, 

NY T-43 has reported that on October 6, 1958, 
LUr-IER again addressed the Southern California District 
Educational Committee, at which time he stated that the 
National Committee and the National Educational Committee 
were proposing to run regional training schools for 
cadre training, one on the East Coast, one in the Mdwest, 
and another in th^ Far West. The Educational Committee

NY T-43 has also reported that on October 10, 
1958, I,UMER disclosed that a subcommittee of the National 
Educational Committee had been set ud to DX'epare a 
Communist Party •-.ddcumeilt:- ' on Trotskyism and th.is 
would have two parts, one, an ideological expose of 
the Trotskyite line, and two, a national policy ^^^^i^^r- 
ment on Trotskyism. 

On December 15 ^ 1958, NY T-1 furnished a copy 
of a letter dated December 12, 1958^ and addressed by 
HY LTJMER to "Dear Comrade". This letter covered ivhat 
is descj'ibed as a draft of a teachers guide on 
dialectical materialism planned for use as a basis for 
a more extended and finished set of outlines.

BRONX CIVIL LIBERTIES COMMITTEE ( BCLG^ • 

On November 22, 1955^ NY T-33 advised that the 
Bronx Committee for the Freedom of Political Prisoners 
was formed in 1952 by Communist Party (CP) members in the 
Bronx, New York* He described this committee ag the tjrpe 
of CommiAnist group that is formed in a local community 
for the purpose of agitating for aitinesty for convicted CP 
leaders . 

On February 8, 1957;. NY T-34 advised that the 
name of the Bronx Committee for the Freedom of Political 
Prisoners had been changed to the Bronx Civil Rights Committee, 
On February 13, 1957^ NY..-T-33 advised that the name of this 
committee had been chafed again to the Bronx Civil Liberties 
Committee (BCLC), 

On July 30, 1957^ NY T-3^r advised that the BCLC 
is actively participating in a campaign for the abolition 
of the Uriited States House of Representatives Committee on 
Un-American Activities, On March 18, 1958, he advised that 
the BCLC was sending delegations to Congressmen in connection 
with this abolition campaign. 

On March 11, 1958, NY T-IO advised that the BCLC 
is continuing its campaign for repeal of the Smith Act 
and the V/alter-McCarran Act as vjell as the campaign for 
amnesty for Smith Act "victims". 

"DAILY WORKER" 

An East coa^t daily Communist newspaper, 
publication of which ceased on January 13 j 1958, 

FACULTY OF SOCIAL SCIENCE 

On 10/2/57, NY T-51 advised that on 10/1/57 rooms 
had been reserved at Academy Hall, 853 Broadway, New York 
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City, for meetings of the "Faculty of Social Science" 
from October 21, 1957 to December 19, 1957. 

On August 14, 1958, NY T-27 advised that classes 
began in October, 1957 * at Academy Hall, With the beginning 
of the second series of classes in January, 1958^ classes 
were held at Adelphl Hall, 74 Fifth Avenue, New York City. 
The classes have always been referred to by instructors 
as "the school" or as "classes on Marxist theory" and no 
formal name has ever been applied to the school. 

"L'IMITA"

is the successor to the Italian language newspaper "L'Unita 
del Popolo", It is a pro^Coraraunist Italian-American 
progressive monthly published by a group of Italian-American 
Communists ^ 

The Administrative Cpmm5.tte.e of "L'Unita" in 
March, 1958, approved a resolution and submitted it to the 
National Committee gf the CP approving the policies of that 
committee; 

The "Guide to Subversive Organizations and 
Publications," dated May l4, 1951, prepared and released by 
the Committee on Un-American Activities^ United States House 
of Representatives, Washington, D.C., contains the following 
concei?nlng "L'Unita del Popolo": 

"1, - Among publications which the committee found 
'to be Communist initiated and controlled, or so strongly 
influenced ^s to be in the Stalin sola?? system. ' 

(California Committee on Un-American Activities, 
Report, 1948, p. 225)," 

It is noted "L'Unita del Popolo" ceased publication 
on July 10, 1954.
